AT PRESIDENT’S HOM 


‘Said He Was an Unfrocked Priest 


and Had a Bitter Grievance. 


His Tale of Woe Expended on Secret 
Service Guards—Exciting Family 
Games of Tennis—Events 
at Oyster Bay.

OYSTER BAY, N. Y., July 7.—The first 
of the visitors uninvited to visit the Presi- 
dent at his home was a man who was told 
yesterday afternoon that Mr. Roosevelt 
Was not at home. He insisted on seeing 
the President, explained that he was a 
priest with a grievance and that he must 
fee the President. He insisted that he 
knew Mr. Roosevelt was at home. The 
Secret Service man on guard at the en- 
trance was firm and the man, who gave 
the name of Father John H. Cushing, left. 
He said that he would return every day 
until he did see the President and then took 
@ train back to the city. Father Cushing,who 
Was greatly excited, told the reporters that 
he was born in New York City and that he 
bad, graduated and been ordained in Mont- 
real. He went to Arizona to work among 
the Indians and then to Denver, a mis- 
Sionary diocese. This was thirteen years 
ago. 

Growing more exclamatory, the man said 
that he and twenty-nine other priests were 
ordered by Bishop Matz to leave their work 
in Colorado and were removed from the 
priesthood. Among the others, according 
to the man with the grievance, were Fa- 
thers James Martin, John Halton, James 
Brennan, Hawley, and Delaney, all now 
living in New York. He said they were 
expelled for disobedience and grew too an- 
ery to answer when asked what was the 
cause of the charge. He said that he had 
been seeking restitution ever since. 

He then told of going to Rome in Novem- 
ber. Asked why he had waited so long he 
would not answer. He added that he had 
sought an audience at the Vatican and 
that a member of the Propaganda advised 
him to make peace with Bishop Matz, then 
in Rome. He called on the Bishop at the 
German Convent, 8 Via de Basilica. The 
Bishop was not in and he called again on 
December 11, 1901. He had engaged Coun- 
sel Matsez to defend him, paying him $380. 

When he entered the convent he was 
ushered into a court where there were no 
spectators. The Bishop snapped his fingers 
end he was grabbed by gendarmes and 
beaten. Then they took him across the 
Tiber to an insane asylum where he was 
terribly abused. He was kept there twen- 
ty-four hours and then released. 

The priest said that he had appealed to 
the President, who had advised him to try 
al) legal methods of redress in Italy. This 
he had done, but had gained nothing. The 
visitor, promising to call again to-morrow, 
left his address as Leggett’s Hotel, “with 
Father Martin, who dresses in “citizen's 
clothes, ’’ : 

Secretary Cortelyou said to-night that he 
had never heard of the priest who tried to 
call on the President to-day, and that he 
knew of no correspondence with the Presi- 
dent about a priest abused in Italy. 

SOME STRENUOUS TENNIS. 

The’ President neglected his horses to-day 
for the children, who commanded his at- 
tention. The morning was spent at tennis, 
Mr. Roosevelt enjoying himself immensely, 
“Teddy Junior” can make his father work 
hard, and that is just what he wants to 
do. He has the trick of driving the ball 
close to the net so that it falls “dead” 
and is difficult to return, and when he gets 
his father on the far line the Way he can 
place the ball just over the net is a puzzle 
to the President. The greatest fun for the 
youngster is the alternation of his returns 
80 that he has the Chief Magistrate of the 
United States rushing here and there until 
he is red in the face and perspiring. Little 
Archie, who usually plays with his brother 
against his father and sister Ethel, plays 
a stiff game for so young a player, and his 
chief offense is in returning the ball in 
Such a way that Mr. Roosevelt is apt to 
get the glare of the sun fn his eyes when 
he reaches for it. The President and his 


children played tennis yesterday by the 
hour. The various pets were more or less 
neglected, but in the afternoon, when Mr. 
Roosevelt started for a strenuous walk, 
they were again the centre of attraction 
and the adulation of the children. 

The President’s guests, Miss Carow and 
Robert Ferguson, left to-day. Miss Carow 
is on her way to her cottage near Genoa, 
italy. Mr. Ferguson had to return to his 
business. The two ex-Rough Riders had a 

leasant stroll togethér in the early morn- 
hg, returning hungry &nd ready to do jus- 
tice to their breakfasts. They had intended 
to take a gallop together later, but Mr. 
Ferguson's business was urgent and the 
ehildren would not be denied the games 
with their father. So the President and 
the man who served under him at San Juan 
parted without having their ride. 

After his vigorous walk in the afternoon 
Mr. Roosevelt rested himself on the piazza, 
where the young Roosevelts plied him with 
answerable and unanswerable uestions, 
It was a happy joyous day for the Presi- 
dent, Mrs. Roosevelt, and the youngsters. 


STILL “TEDDY” AT OYSTER BAY. 

Characteristic of the independent Ameri-

This branch of the White House is a 
red brick three-story building. In addition 
to the bank’s offices there are two dentists, 
of whom the President might make a choice 
if his teeth should need attention. In the 
basement there is a poolroom, where Mr. 
Rooseveit could play, if he chose, at the 
rate of 24% centsa cue. Nex: aoor there is a 
saloon. ‘

it was improbable that the President would 
be down to the new offices this week, 
though he might be. Desks for the two 
stenographers. the secretary, and Assistant 
Secretary Loeb were placed in the rooms 
yesterday, and telegraph instruments were 
put in place. 

There was a large mail yesterday, includ- 
ing many proposed visiting delegations. 
They were all wired that they must not 
come, as there was absolutely no accom- 
modation for them. Among other proposed 
delegations was one from representative 
negroes from various States, who ~wanted 
to come one thousand strong to call and 
pay their respects and their appreciation of 
the President inviting Booker Washington 
io his table. Their committee was wired 
that Oyster Bay is a small place, and that 
they would have to camp in the woods if 
they arrived. It was made clear that the 
President appreciated their good will, but 
begged to = excused as he was on & 
holiday. They would be received at the 
White House. 


A FOURTH OF JULY PARTY. 


President and Mrs. Roosevelt gave a de- 
layed Fourth of July party to-night at 
their home. It has been the custom of the 
President to have these celebrations every 
Independence Day, the only exception be- 
ing when he was at Santiago, and then 
there were the fireworks, but the then 
Colonel was, of course, away. 

All the Roosevelts of the neigtborhood, 
the Shermans, the Wetmores, Townsends, 
Washburns, and Russells were present to- 
night with their children. 

Professionals set off the larger pieces 
and the twenty-one saluting bombs which 
opened the evening’s entertainment. The 
young Roosevelts, their cousins, and their 
friends fired roman candles and thousands 
of packages of firecrackers, which were in 
long strings wound around a tall pole. 

Three of the balloons caught fire close 
to the ground, but the fourth sailed ma- 
jestically away, with a long trail of stars, 
red, white, and blue, to disappear in the 
direction of the Connecticut hills. There 
was every sort of skyrocket to burst in 
stars and sprays high in air, and colored 
lights burning in the trees. 

The President and Mrs. Roosevelt sat on 
the porch with their visitors, and every 
now and then his characteristic laugh was 
heard above the explosions, as the young- 
sters rejoiced with him. There was music 
before, after, and during the fireworks 
display. 

Perhaps the person who enjoyed the fire- 
works most was Charles Parker, a very 
black negro who is employed by Benjamin 
Schenck at Upper Cove, and brings the 
butter, eggs, and milk to the Roosevelt 
table. Charles arrived carrying a tremend- 
ous umbrella and wearing a long frock 
ceat. He had a red, white, and blue tie 
and an old-fashioned white collar reaching 
up his long neck to his ears. 

He announced himself at the entrance, 
and explained that he had come a long way 
for the President's celebration. He had 
known him when he was a boy, and told 
him when he was a little sickly fellow that 
he would be President, as he could tell by 
the stars. Charles was admitted to the 
grounds and to the lawn about the house. 
He laughed as loud as the President, and 
with equal glee. He said that he certainly 
had enjoyed himself. 

At the bottom of the hill the villagers 
gathered to see the display of fireworks 
sent by the Chinese and Japanese Lega- 
tions. 

With the exception of the fact that they 
heard the noise, they might have well 
stayed in the village, for the Oriental fire- 
works sail high and are brilliant far away 
in their illumination and coloring. They 
were plainly seen in the village proper. 

After a jolly, noisy evening the President 
and Mrs. Roosevelt said good-night to their 
guests, while the little Roosevelts, 
sleepy and tired, bade au revoir to their 
cousins and small friends. 


LAWYER MUST RETURN MONEY. 


Mrs. Lynde’s Suit to Recover $23,000 of 
$41,000 Received in Settlement 
of Claims.

TRENTON, N. J., July 7.—Because he 
retained $23,000 of $41,000 paid by Charles 
W. Lynde of Patchogue, L. I., in settlement 
of all claims against him by his wife, Mrs. 
May Lynde, formerly Miss Wright of this 
city, James Westervelt, a lawyer of New 
York and New Jersey, will be forced to re- 
turn the amount. The Court of Errors 
and Appeals to-day decided that Wester- 
velt had no legal right to the money, and 
that the fee was extortionate. The Court 
of Chancery will make a proper allowance 
for his services. Failure to obey the order 
of the court is to be followed by disbar- 
ment in the courts of New Jersey. 

Westervelt declared that he had entered 
into a contract with Mrs. Lynde, whereby 
he was to have a proportion of whatever 


amount he Yecovered. The court declared 
that such a contract could not be entered 
into in her suit for prospective alimony. 

Because of the annoyance he was sub- 
jected to in his married life, Lynde has 
announced his determination to forswear 
allegiance to the United States, and _ be- 
come a resident of England. He met Miss 
Wright when he was a student in Prince- 
ton. When Westervelt a 40 $23,000 for his 
services, Lynde was appealed toby his wife. 
but he made her fight the battle for the 
recovery of the money. 


FAST TIME TO STATEN ISLAND. 


H. H. Rogers in the Yacht Kanawha 
Makes the Trip in Thirteen 
Minutes. 


H. H. Rogers of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, a resident of Staten Island, yester- 
day demonstrated how quickly a trip from 
Manhattan to Richmond Borough might be 
made. Deputy Dock Commissioner Wal- 
lace, Chief Engineer Nentse, L. L. Travis, 
Deputy Commissioner of Public Works; 
Russell Bleecker, Secretary to the Dock 
Commissioner; President Cromwell of the 
Borough of Richmond, and a few others 
were Mr. Rogers’s guests. 

They boarded the steam yacht Kanawhaat 
Pier A and from there ran to the Staten Isl- 
and Ferry slipat Whitehall Street. Theyacht 
was run into the slip, and when the word 
was given started on the run to Staten 


Island, which was to end when her bow 
touched the ferry bridge at St. George. 
The Kanawha was going at full speed be- 
fore she was well cleared of the slip. She 
flew across the bay, making a direct run, 
and touched the pier at St. George in exact- 
ly 18 minutes. 


BURGLARS ENTER PARISH HOUSE 


Secure $50 and Batter Safe of a Stam- 
ford (Conn.) P. E. Charch.

STAMFORD, Conn., July 7.—Burglars 
entered the parish house of St. John’s 
Episcopal Church here last night and se- 
cured about $30 in cash. The safe contain- 
ing the church silver, valued at several 
thousand dollars, and some of it highly 
prized for its antiquity, was so badly 
hacked with an axe that an expert was 
unable to open it to-day. The burglars are 
supposed to be amateurs, but no clue has 
been obtained yet as to their identity. 

St. John’s Roman Catholic Church was 
broken into twice recently, and the con- 
tents of the poor box stolen, as well as 
some of the altar equipment. 

There is a theory that the burglars suc- 
ceeded in opening the parish house safe 


and got away with the silver, and then 
closed the safe with a view of delaying its 
reopening. The money taken was the alms 
contribution of the morning service at the 
church. The burglars drank some of the 
wine used for the communion service.

VENEZUELAN REBELS 
GAIN A BIG VICTORY 


3,000 Troops Under President 
Castro’s Brother Routed. 


The Revolutionists Afterward Surround 
Barcelona, Whither the Presi- 
dent Has Gone. 


WILLEMSTAD, Curacao, July 7.—News 
has reached here from Venezuela to the 
effect that 3,000 Government troops under 
Gen. Modesto Castro, the President's broth- 
er, were completely routed on July 3 be- 
tween Barcelona and Aragua by revolution- 
ary troops under Gen. Rolando. The Gov- 
ernment forces lost all their ammunition 
and equipment, and many of the soldiers 
deserted to the revolutionists in the course 
of the engagement. 

After the battle the revolutienary army 
moved on Barcelona and surrounded that 
city. The inhabitants were panic-stricken, 
the shops were closed, and the streets were 
barricaded. 

President Castro left Caracas yesterday 
not for Valencia, as had previously been 
announced, but for La Guayra, taking with 
him his private guard of 500 veteran soldiers 
and Gen. Ferrer as Chief of Staff. The 
President reached La Guayra at 5 o’clock in 
the afternoon and left there at midnight 
on the steamer Ossun, his destination being 
Barcelona, which is about 150 miles east 
of La Guayra. He intends to reorganize 
the Government forces at and about Barce- 
lona, and assume the offensive against the 
revolutionists at once. 

President Castro's changed plans are con- 
sidered to be perilous. The main army of 
the revolutionists will be opposed by the 
Government army under Gen. Seferino Cas- 
tillo. 


WASHINGTON, July 7.—The State De- 
partment has received a cablegram from 
United States Minister Bowen at Caracas, 
stating that the Venezuelan Government 
has communicated to him the announce- 
ment that President Castro has decided 
personally to lead_his troops against the 
revolutionary forces in the field, and that 
Vice-President Gomez has assumed charge 
of the exceutive branch of the Government. 

This news is regarded in different ways 
among South American diplomats in Wash- 
ington. The prevailing view is that noth- 
ing but a most acute situation would cause 
President Castro to drop the reins of gov- 
ernment at Caracas and take personal 
charge of his troops, and in these quarters 
it is firmly believed that Castro will lead 
a forlorn hope and must surely succumb to 
the threatened heavy onslaught of the rev- 
olutionary forces. 

In other quarters, however, confidence is 
expressed that Castro will repel the im- 
pending attack just as he has done many 
others in past years, and will further en- 
hance his record as a fighter. 


A COUPLE CHARGED WITH 
BEING “WITCH DOCTORS.” 


Hearing Before a Carlisle (Penn.) Mag- 
istrate Under Old Act of the 
State Legislature.

CARLISLE, Penn., July 7.—A witchcraft 
case, the first probably since colonial 
times, has been taken cognizance of by a 
Carlisle Magistrate under an act of the 
Pennsylvania Legislature providing for the 
punishment of ‘‘ witch doctors,’’ who ex- 
tort money for their calling from the 
credulous. 

A hearing was held before Magistrate 
Hughes, at which Mrs. Susan Stambaugh 
and her husband of Mount Holly Springs, 
this county, appeared against Mrs. Will- 
fam McBride and Edgar Zug of this 
place, claiming that the latter had con- 
vinced her and her husband that their per- 
sons and everything about their properties 
were bewitched, and that the “spells” 
could be relieved by the accused on the 
payment of certain sums of money. The 
Stambaughs testified to frequent trips to 
Carlisle and the payment of many large 
fees to Zug, alleged to be Mrs. McBride's 
agent. The alleged ‘“‘ witch doctors” also 
persuaGed Mr. and Mrs. Stambaugh to be- 
lieve, it was declared, that their profiles 
or pictures were to be seen in a mountain, 
and that through the brains there were 
thrust needles, which had become rusty, 
and as soon as they would break Mr. and 
Mrs. Stambaugh would die, and that it 
would require money to draw the needles 
out. 

The attempts of the couple to borrow 
money from friends led to a disclosure of 
the defendants’ identity. 

The last attempt of the “‘ witch Joctors”’ 
to raise money, it was stated, was by 
frightening the aged couple with instant 
death. The Stambaughs were assured that 
they would be repaid their money by a 
hidden treasure. 

Zug, in his testimony, admitted taking 
money, but ascribed his efforts to kindness. 
Mrs. McBride denied being a witch doctor, 
but admitted “‘ powwowing.”’ She exhibited 
a small bag containing the names of the 
twelve Apostles. 


RESCUE IN THE ST. LAWRENCE. 


Yacht Pulled Off Rocks by the Sophia, 
Chartered by Henry Block.

FRONTENAC, Thousand Islands, N. Y., 
July 7.—The steam yacht Sophia, owned 
by Capt. H. W. Visger, a well-known resi- 
dent of Alexandria Bay, and chartered by 
Henry Block of New York, was hailed in 
Boxon Harbor about 11 o’clock Saturday 
morning by distress signals from _ the 
naphtha yacht Elkins, which was high and 
ary on the rocks in the St. Lawrence River. 
The Sophia had three fishing guides on 
board, who succeeded in passing a line to 
the distressed yacht. The first attempt to 
haul the Elkins off was unsuccessful, as 

line parted. The second attempt 
proved successful, and the Elkins was 
pulled into deep water uninjured. On 
board her was her owner, A. W. Duncan 
of Round Island, N. Y., with a party of 
friends from New York and elsewhere. 

The Sophia at the time of the rescue was 
on her way to the fishing grounds, and 
was under the command of Capt. E. Liv- 
ingston. Quite a number of prominent New 


Yorkers, who were the guests of Mr. and 
Mrs. Henry Block, were aboard, among 
them Mr. and Mrs. Joseph B. Blooming- 
dale, Miss Bloomingdale, Mr. and Mrs. 
A. Bernhard, 8. Klee, and Walter Austrian 
of Chicago, a brother of Mrs. Block.

MRS. JOHN JACOB ASTOR. 


Happy Event Occurred at Her Fifth Av- 
enue Mansion—Mother and Child 
Doing Well. 


Announcement was made last evening 
that Mrs. John Jacob Astor nad given birth 
to a daugkter at the family mansion, 840 
Fifth Avenue, at 5 P. M. Dr. Allen M. 
Thomas of 45 West Fifty-fourth Street re- 
ported mother and child to be doing well. 

This is the first child to come to Col. 
John Jacob Astor in ten years, his son 
William Vincent Astor having been born 
in 1892. Mrs. Astor was Miss Ava Willing, 
daughter of Edward Shippen Willing of 
Philadelphia and Alice Barton Willing. 
The Willings are a famous old family of 
the Quaker City, being descended from 
Charles Willing, who came to America in 
1728 and was Mayor of Philadelphia in 
1747, and again in 1754. His son Thomas 


Willing also held the same office and other 
high positions, both in political and com- 
mercial life, and had the distinction of 
being the designer of the coat of arms of 
the United States of America. 

Col. Astor was born in 1864 and is the 
great-grandson of the founder of the fam- 
ily in this country. He was graduated 
from the scientific department of Harvard 
University in 1888, and his services to the 
country in the war with Spain are well re- 
membered. He is a member of nearly all 
the foremost clubs. Col. Astor was mar- 
ried in Philadelphia in 1891. Mrs. Astor 
is known for her many accomplishments 
She is an expert horsewoman, and a very 
fine golf player. 


FREIGHT HANDLERS STRIKE. 


Action of Men in Chicago Cripples Rail- 
roads’ Business—Demands of 
the Men. 


CHICAGO, July 7.—A strike of 9,000 
freight handlers in Chicago was called 
to-day, and every freight house of the 
twenty-four railroads concerned is prac- 
tically tied up. Business men fear that 
the strike will be the most serious which 
has affected their interests in years. 

The strike was called by a committee 
appointed at a meeting of 1,000 freight 
handlers held last night. The committee 
was instructed to call a strike within forty- 
eight hours .unless the railroads should 
meet the demands of the men at once for 
an increase in wages, extra pay for over- 
time and holidays, and recognition of the 
union. 

The committee went first to the men in 
the Michigan Central, the Illinois Central, 
and Wisconsin Central houses on the lake 
front. The men walked out with cheers 
and marched across the viaduct on Ran- 
dolph Street with their union cards tucked 
in their hats. 

By messenger and by telephone, accord- 
ing to the strike leaders, all other members 
of the interior Freight Handlers’ and Ware- 
housemen’s Union were called out. At noon 
President Curran of the union reported 
that his men were all out, and that it was 
all but impossible for any freight to enter 
Chicago or to leave it. Many of the rail- 
roads had small forces of men previously 
hired on hand when the strike was called, 
and by adding to it men from other depart- 
ments managed to handle perishable com- 
modities. 

In the hiring of non-union men it is said 
the railroads run a serious risk of bringing 
about a strike of thé téamsters, who re- 
cently won their fight from the packers. 
The teamsters, it is said, will refuse abso- 
lutely to have anything to do with freight 
in any way handled by non-union help.

These roads control over 100 warehouses 
in Chicago. 

Although officials of the Teamsters’ 
Union have declared that no instructions 
have been given the teamsters as to back- 


ing up the freight handlers, the sympathy 
of the teamsters was made apparent to- 
day. When the men walked out of the 
Illinois Central warehouse the teamsters 
who were receiving or unloading freight im- 
mediately took their trucks away. 

That the railroads are expecting a stren- 
uous struggle was made evident to-day, 
when the chief detective of an Eastern 
road bought 100 “ billies,’’ the entire stock 
of a prominent firm. 

Two wagonloads of new men were taken 
to the Illinois Central warehouse under 
police guard during the afternoon. Offi- 
cials of the Chicago ana Northwestern re- 
fused to state what the situation in their 
warehouses is. It is believed, however, that 
all their men left. Officials of the Penn- 
sylvania claimed that of the 300 men em- 
ployed by them, only 12 walked out and 
that 6 of these returned. Mayor Harrison 
said that he had panes to go on a vaca- 
tion, but that if the strike was not settled 
he would remain in the city. 

It was reported to-night that the Illinois 
Central will bring 400 men from the South 
to take the places of strikers. Other roads 
were said to be taking similar measures. 

Chairman Job of the State Board of Ar- 
bitration said: ‘‘ I have sent letters to the 
managers of the roads affected and to 
President Curran of the freight handlers, 
offering the services of the board in at- 
tempting to bring about a settlement. So 
far I have received no reply from any of 
them.” 

Hopes of a speedy settlement of the strike 
are entertained to-night by officials of the 
union and members of the State Board of 
Arbitration. The officials of the union at a 
conference to-night told Chairman Job of 
the Board of Arbitration that they were 
willing to permit employes of the different 
companies to meet officials of the same to 
discuss the wage scale, providing a joint 
conference should be held at which offi- 
cials of the union would be permitted to 
act as advisers to the men. he arbitra- 
tion board is now working on the matter 
in an effort to bring about a conference be- 
tween the railway managers and commit- 
tees representing the men. As the railroad 
officials have favored this step from the 
beginning of the controversy there is little 
doubt that the strike can be settled satis- 
factorily to both sides if the conference 
shall be arranged. 

Lack of unanimity already permeates the 
strike. The Chicago Federation of Labor 
was ignored when the order was issued 
for the men to quit work, and its executive 
officials are somewhat offended and are 
inclined to let the freight handlers fight 
out their battle in their own way.

|BIG GAS COMBINATION 
IN RECEIVER'S HANDS 


Complaint Against the Bay State 
Company of New Jersey. 


Default in Payments for Redemption of 
Certificates Charged — Massachu- 
setts Companies’ Alleged 
Indebtedness. 


Special to The New York Times. 

TRENTON, N. J., July 7.—Upon the com- 
Pplaint of Frank L. Day and Henry B. Day 
and William H. Remick against the Bay 
State Gas Company of New Jersey, Judge 
Kirkpatrick, in the Circuit Court, to-day 
appdinted George D. Hallock of North 
Plainfield receiver of the corporation. The 
Bay State Gas Company of New Jersey was 
organized in February, 1899, and capital- 
ized at $1,000,000, to be held by the Bay 
State Gas Company of Delaware, whose 
capital stock is $100,000,000. 

It is pointed out that in January, 1899, 
J. Edward Addicks and William E. L. 
Dillaway and the Bay State Gas Company 
entered into an agreement with the Mer- 
cantile Trust Company for the issue of 
bonds, from the proceeds of which it was 
proposed to purchase stock of the Boston 
Gas Light Company, the Roxbury Gas 
Light Company, the South Boston Gas 
Light Company, and the Bay State Gas 
Company of Boston. It is charged that the 
New Jersey and Delaware Companies de- 
faulted under the trust agreement, and 
that they have failed to pay to the 
trustee any moneys for the redemption of 
certificates which expiréd April 2, 1902. 

The amount due at that time was $90,000, 
and under the agreement this sum was due 
to be paid by the Delaware Company to the 
New Jersey Company March 21, 1902, which 
amount was to be used in the creation of 
a sinking fund. The default in the crea- 
tion of the sinking fund having continued 
for three months the bill says it now comes 
within the power of the holders of bonds to 
require the trust company to declare the 
principal of ail bonds of the first series 
due. 

The nominal amount of said bonds now 
outstanding is $8,159,500. The bill charges 
that the amount of interest due on the 
first series is $203,987, and on the second 
series $75,000, or altogether $278,987. 

It is further charged that the New Jersey 
Company, in violation of its covenant, has 
permitted the Massachusetts gas companies 
to create between June 30, 1899, and June 
30, 1901, a floating indebtedness to the ex- 
tent of $333,000. 

It is charged that the four Massachusetts 
companies, whose stocks are pledged as se- 
curity, have not for two years earned or 
declared sufficient dividends to pay the in- 
terests on the bonds, and this, together 
with the pending Boston gas war, has se- 


riously diminished the market value of 
the stocks and would prevent their saie 
now or in the near future for a price at 
all adequate for the payment of said in- 
debtedness. 


MR. BEVERIDGE NO CANDIDATE. 


The Senator Declares He Does Not Wish 
to be Considered for the Vice 
Presidency.

INDIANAPOLIS, July 7.—Senator Albert 
J. Beveridge, who is in Indianapolis, was 
to-day asked about a dispatch saying the 
talk of the Republicans nominating Senator 
Hanna for President is declining, and that 
the general opinion seems to be that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt will be nominated by ac- 
clamation with some Western man for Vice 
President, Messrs. Beveridge, Spooner of 
Wisconsin, or Dolliver of Iowa preferred. 

As to whether he would be a candidate 
for Vice President, Senator Beveridge said: 

“TI will under no circumstances become a 
candidate for Vice President, and at no 
time have I been considering the matter. 
I am content with my work in the Senate.” 

Senator Beveridge said he had heard his 
name used before in connection with the 
Vice Presidency, but he denied emphatically 


that he has any idea of becoming a can- 
didate. 

Among the Senator’s callers to-day was 
W. L. Penfield, Solicitor of the State De- 
partment at Washington, in whose defense 
he caused the outbreak of Senator Bailey. 


JUMPED TO DEATH 
FROM BROOKLYN BRIDGE. 


Unidentified Man Rode on a Truck to 
the Middle of the Span—Body 
Not Recovered. 


Another man leaped to his death from 
the Brooklyn Bridge yesterday afternoon. 
The identity of the jumper is not known. 
It is believed that his purpose in taking 
the leap was suicide. The man’s body rose 
to the surface once after striking the river, 
then sank and did not reappear. 

To the middle of the main span the man 
rode on a truck driven by Victor Hilton of 
220 Throop Avenue, Brooklyn, having 
hailed Hilton on the Brooklyn side and 
asked for a ride to Manhattan. He told 
Hilton after he had boarded the truck that 
he did not have to go to Manhattan, and 
that he was taking the ride merely to kill 
time. Patrick McKnight of 458 West Forty- 
eighth Street, Manhattan, was on the truck 
with Hilton. 

At the middle of the span the man leaped 
off the truck and ran to the outer rail of 
the roadway. He threw down his hat and 
placed four one-dollar notes beside it. Then 
he climbed to the rail and leaped off. 

Hilton and McKnight did not know the 
man had left the truck until they turned 
and saw him climb to the rail. It was 
then too late for them to prevent him from 
earrying out his purpose. No one else 
was near at the time. When the jumper 
rose to the surface of the water the crew 


of a passing tugboat attempted to get a 
line to him, but he sank almost immedi- 
ately. 

According to the description of Hilton 
and McKnight the man was about thirty 
years of age, with light-brown hair and 
mustache, and about 5 feet 7 inches 
height. He wore a suit of dark clothing. 
Up to a late hour last night the body of 
the bridge jumper had not been recovered.

BREAK IN STRIKERS’ RANKS. 


Twenty-five Men Return to Work in 


Scranton Mines—Other Deser- 
tions Expected.

SCRANTON, Penn., July 7.—At the Ox- 
ford mine of the People’s Coal Company, in 
this city, twenty-five rockmen who went 
out with the miners returned to work to- 
day. This is the first break in the Scran- 
ton strikers’ ranks. An effort will be made 
to operate the Manville colliery to-morrow, 
twenty of the strikers having decided to 
resume work. 

The Manville is worked by the LacKa- 
wanna and Delaware and Hudson Compa- 
nies, 


WILKESBARRE, Penn., July 7.—With 
President John Mitchell in New York and 
all the other miners’ leaders at Nanticoke 
attending the annual convention of District 
No. 1, strike headquarters was an extreme- 
ly quiet place to-day. The ninth week of 
the suspension of anthracite coal mining 
shows no change in the situation, there be- 
ing not the slightest indication that either 
party to the controversy is ready to quit. 

The district convention at Nanticoke to- 
day disposed of considerable business of a 
routine nature. About 400 delegates, repre- 
senting 75,000 mineworkers, are attending 
the convention, which embraces all the ter- 
riiory from Forest City, twenty-two miles 
north of Scranton to Shickshinny, sixteen 
miles south of here. President T. D. Nich- 
olls wili be unanimously re-elected. The 
result of election of other officers will not 
be Known until to-morrow. 


HARRISBURG, Penn., July 7.—Sheriff 
Reiff swore out warrants to-day for the 
arrest of ten strikers at Williamstown, 
this county, for inciting to riot and inter- 
fering with his deputies in protecting non- 
union men going to and from work in the 
mines at Lukens and Williamstown. 

The Sheriff says the situation in the re- 
gion is critical and that if there is another 
outbreak like that of last Wednesday, when 


he and his deputies were assaulted while 
protecting non-union miners, he will call 
upon Gov. Stone for protection by the 
militia. 

Twenty of the rioters were arrested 
Thursday at Williamstown and held in bail 
for court, but this does not seem to have 
improved the situation, and the Sheriff 
concluded to bring suit here and compel 
the rioters to come to Harris burg for a 
hearing. 


BIG FIRE IN OSWEGO. 


Cummings Flour Mills Consumed and 
Property Valued at $3,000,000 
Threatened by the Flames. 

Special to The New York Times. 
ROCHESTER, N. Y., July 8, 2 A. M.— 
Lightning last night set fire to the Cum- 
mings Flour Mills at Oswego. These mills 
were consumed, entailing a loss of $250,000. 
Property valued at $3,000,000 is now threat- 
ened, including the Kingsford Starch Fac- 
tory, Stevenson Malting Company’s plant, 
and other large industries. Hundreds of 
citizens ‘are assisting the regular fire de- 
partment in fighting the fire, but the result 

of their efforts is doubtful at this hour. 

At Fulton, twelve miles from Oswego, 
lightning struck the Fair Grounds building 
and it was burned to the ground. 

Oswego, the capital of Oswego County, 
N. Y., stretches between two and three 
miles along the southeast shore of Lake 
Ontario, on the low bluffs and hilly ground 
near the mouth of the Oswego River, which 
divides it into nearly equal portions. The 
situation of the city is a beautiful and 
healthful one. Among the more conspicu- 
ous buildings are the Custom House, Post 
Office, and United State Court House, the 
last erected in 1858 at a cost of $120,000; 
the City Hall, the County Court House, 
the State Armory, the Church of the Evan- 
gelists, a large Roman Catholic church in 
Mohawk Street, a public library, normal 
and training schools, a city almshouse, and 
an orphan asylum. 

The Oswego starch factory was founded 
in 1848 and is now probably the largest in 


the world. occupying ten acres of ground, 
aha with fireproof buildings seven stories 
igh, and producing thirty-five tons of 
starch daily. The manufactories of the 
city also comprise flour. mills, large iron 
mills, knitting works, shade cloth factories, 
railway carriage works and repair shops, 
box factories, planing mills and a large 
number of subsidiary establishments. The 
population of Oswego was 21,800 in 1890.

SARATOGA, N. Y., July 7.—Spencer 
Trask has instructed his attorney to have 
the necessary legal steps taken for the 
appointment by the courts of three Com- 
missioners to determine why an unused 
road leading from Nelson Avenue to Yaddo, 
his country seat, should not be closed. He 
made application to the Board of Highway 
Commissioners to have the apparently 
abandoned road closed.

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PEN. LEE PREDICTS 
TROUBLE FOR CUBA 


Unless Things Improve Anarchy 
and Annexation Will Come. 


The Financial Outlook Bad and Busie 
ness Confidence Lacking—The 
Discontented Element in 


the Island. 


Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, July 7.—In the opinion 
of Gen. Fitzhugh Lee the Cubans are in a 
bad way, and unless confidence is restored 
in the stability of their Government and 
the financial situation is improved, the 
result will be ‘anarchy and annexation,” 
for he thinks that one involves the other. 
He takes a very gloomy view of the situa- 
tion in Cuba, and believes that the two 
monuments which the American military 
occupation left behind it—a public school 
system and a sanitary system—are destined 
soon to perish. He also looks for trouble 
from the negro soldiers of the revolutionary 
army, from the back-pay claimants, and 
from those who are generally dissatisfied 
with the Palma administration, as well as 
from discharged laborers who will lose 
their positions as a result of thé commer- 
cial stagnation. 

Gen. Lee is in constant correspondence 
with leading and influential Cubans, and 
is about as well posted on Cuban affairs 
now as he was when he was personally on 
the ground, first as Consul General and 
then as commander of one of the districts 
under the American military occupation. 

When asked to-day by THE NEw YorK 
TIMES correspondent. for his views on the 
Cuban situation, he said: 

“‘In reply to your question, I should say 
that it would require great skill to steer 
the independent republican government 
ship of Cuba, because there are a great 
many breakers rolling around her bow al- 
ready. The most dangerous obstacle in her 
voyage to progress and peace is the finan- 
cial rock. There is no direct taxation in 
Cuba. The revenues of the island are de- 
rived almost wholly from the Custom 
Houses, and the revenue was very great 
during the American occupation. But since 
then it seems that merchants in the United 
States are losing their confidence in the 
success of the experiment of self-govern- 
ment, and they are declining to ship mer- 
chandise to Havana on the ground that in 
case of domestic troubles, mobs, and 
riots, stores may be broken into and their 
property lost. 

“TI see, too, that the negroes of the isl- 
and are getting more or less discontented, 
claiming that they have’ not had their 
proper share of the spoils, a claim which 
has some merit, perhaps, because in the 
war against Spain some of the negroes 
rendered very effective service. Indeed, 
Maceo, who was a negro, was one of the 
best, if not the very best, of the Cuban of- 
ficers developed during that war. 

*“‘Another source of trouble is the claims 
of the Cuban ex-soldiers for pay for their 
services in the war. When I was Consul 
General there I had frequently to make an 
estimate of the number of Cubans so en- 
gaged, to submit to the authorities in 
Washington, and I was under the impres- 
sion at that time that if all the Cubans 
could be concentrated at one point, instead 
of being stretched all over the island from 
Santiago province to Pinar del Rio, their 
numbers would not exceed 38,000 or 40,000. 
I am informed that there are nearly double 
that number now on the pay rolls, im- 
patiently waiting till such time as they 
can be paid from the Cuban Treasury, and 
as that treasury is growing smaller and 
smaller, their chances of being paid in full 
are growing less and less. 

“Then, too, there seems to be a deficit 
in the municipality budgets, making it 
more difficult to compensate those who 
hold office and the school teachers and 
others, which may result in the closing ere 
long of the public schools and the charita- 
ble institutions of the Island, both of which 
were so greatly encouraged and nourished 
by the American Military Government. 

“Then, again, if the money is not forth- 
coming, the sanitation of the cities must 
inevitably be neglected and the great work 
of the United States Government in that 
line be practically lost. 

“TI belleve the Cuban President is an 
honest, conscientious, kind-hearted official, 
but he does not know necessarily much 
about human government, not having any 
experience in that direction, and I notice 
he is already charged with exercising a 
power which, while properly belonging to 
the Military Governor of the island, does 
not belong to the President of a free and 
independent republic. 

“If Cuba fails to find a market for her 
two great products, tobacco, and more es- 
pecially sugar, it means that no remunera- 
tive results will ensue from the sale of the 
sugar now on hand, and it will act also in 
preventing many persons from planting an- 
other crop for another year. As under the 
Platt amendment we have practically guid- 
ed the policy of the island, it seems to me 
that it is fair and proper to give to the 
Cubans reciprocity if, as is claimed, it will 
enable the sugar producers to plant and 
sell at profitable figures. In my humble 
opinion, if this is not done, the number 
of unemployed laborers in Cuba will be 
greatly increased, and that means a mass 
of discontented workmen who can easily 
be molded into mobs and give much trouble, 
The papers report that the Ward Line of 
steamships, which is the largest and heavi- 
est transporter, has already taken off of 
the route three of its biggest vessels on 
the ground that they carry nothing to Cuba 
and bring nothing back. 

“In view of these facts, it will be readily 
perceived that President Estrada Palma 
is going to have his hands full in the next 
few months. Knowing the Cubans as [I 
do, and being in touch by correspondence 
with many of them, I firmly believe that 
unless confidence is restored in the sta- 
bility of their Government, and some relief 
afforded in the matter of the sale of their 
products, there is nothing ahead except 
anarchy and annexation—for anarchy 
means interference by the United States 
and the hoisting of the American flag to 
‘stay put.’ ”

MITCHELL’S MYSTERIOUS TRIP. 


His Visit Believed by Miners to be Con- 
nected with the Strike — Talks 
with Soft Coal Operator. 


Notwithstanding the assertions of Presi- 
dent Mitchell of the United Mine Workers 
late on Sunday evening that he would not 
try to see any of the operators while he 
was here, there was a widespread opinion 
yesterday that his visit was connected with 
the strike of the anthracite miners. Dis- 
patches were received here from the min- 
ing regions by people friendly to the .strik- 
ers saying that the strikers found it hard 
to believe that Mitchell would come all 
the way from Wilkesbarre at a critical 
time in the strike merely for the purpose 
of seeing some friends off to Europe. 
Mitchell himself, when asked yesterday

Mitchell had a long conference in the 
afternoon at the Holland House with Her- 
bert N. Taylor, a soft coal operator, whose 
mines are at Braidwood, Ill. As the min- 
ers’ convention called at Indianapolis, Ind., 
to vote on the question of calling out the 
bituminous miners on a sympathetic strike, 
takes place on July 17, this conference was 
regarded yesterday in labor circles as 
highly important, though both Mitchell 
and Mr. Taylor, who had registered at the 
Holland House, averred that it was only a 
friendly talk, and that strike matters were 
not discussed. Mitchell added: 

‘IT have not come here to meet the oper- 
ators or to solicit any aid for the miners. 
You can disbelieve the reports that there is 
to be a general resumption of work in the 
anthracite regions. The miners are not 
anxious to return to work, and their places 
cannot be filled off hand, as under the 
State law a man must have a certificate in 
order to mine coal. Before he can get that 
certificate must have two years’ ex- 
perience.”’

SHOEMAKERS ON STRIKE. 


Closed, and 1,500 Operatives Idle. 


BURLINGTON, N. J., July 7.—For the 
first time in twenty years the six shoe 
factories of this place, employing about 
1,500 men and women, are idle as the re- 
sult of a conflict between the manufactur- 
ers and their employes. More than half 
the population of the town is dependent 
upon the shoemaking industry for a liveli- 
hood. 

Recently the shoemakers, men and wom- 
en, organized a union. The manufacturers 
objected to this proceeding and last Thurs- 
day posted notices that beginning to-day 
only non-union labor would be employed. 
The union at that time numbered about 
400 members, but since then it is claimed 
all of the employes have become members. 
The shoe workers held a meeting Saturday 
night, with the result that not one of the 
union workmen appeared at the factories 
to-day. The employes had made no de- 
mands on the manufacturers.. The strikers 
feel encouraged because of the fact that 
their employers are not as a unit, and for 
the reason that the factories are loaded 
with orders which must be gotten out in 
a short time. On Saturday a committee 
was sent to confer with the owners of each 


factory. Some of the latter, it is said, ex- 
pressed a willingness to recognize the union 
if the others would. 


STEEL STRIKE SETTLED. 


Molders and Melters of the Crucible 
Company, Pittsburg, Get an Advance. 
Special to The New York Times. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., July 7.—The 600 
molders and melters employed by the Cruci- 
ble Steel Company of America, who have 
been on strike for three weeks, secured a 
settlement to-day. The workmen at the 
Black Diamond and Crescent works re- 
turned to work this morning. Those em- 
ployed at the plant of the Black Diamond 
works were offered an advance of 11 per 
cent. last Saturday, and at a meeting that 
evening voted to accept the compromise 
instead of holding out for the 15 per cent. 
at first demanded. 

The men at the Crescent plant will re- 
ceive an increase of 15 cents a day, which 
amounts only to an advance of 2% per cent., 
but they are to be granted extra help in 
some of their labors. These are-the only 
mills which have granted an advance. The 
workmen at the Singer, Nimick & Co.’s 
plant, the Labelle Steel Works, and the 


Aliquippa Works are still out, but it is 
said that a settlement wiil be reached with- 
in the next few days. 


TO BUILD 
AT BROOKLYN NAVY YARD 


Secretary Moody Issues Orders for 
a 16,000-Ton Vessel. 


Boston and Norfolk the Principal Com- 
petitors—Why Neither Was Chosen 
by the Navy Department. 


Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, July 7.—Orders were 
given to-day by Secretary Moody that the 
16,000-ton battleship to be built by the Gov- 
ermment under the Naval Appropriation 
bill be constructed at the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard. 

Brooklyn's principal competitors were 
Boston and Norfolk. The former was dis- 
covered to be out of the question because 
work cannot be begun there for two years. 
It will take at least that time to bring the 
plant up to the point where it could under- 
take such a work. It was also found that 
to build the ship at Boston would necessi- 
tate a larger expenditure than the $175,000 
authorized by Congress to be expended in 
making ready for its construction. 

Norfolk was a strong candidate, largely 
because labor is cheaper there and the cost 
would not be so great. Besides, the work 
could go on there in the open air all the 
year round. The principal objection was 
that Norfolk’s supply of skilled labor 1s 
very limited, and it was feared that to 
construct a battleship there would demor- 
alize the labor market. The Secretary 
thought that it would also tend to draw 
men from Richmond and Newport News, 
where Government ships are being built 
under private contract, and thus interfere 
with the work at those places. 

It was found, too, that the freight 
charges on the raw material from the iron 
mills to the navy yard were about 10 per 
cent. more than at the Brooklyn Yard, 
which would make a considerable differ- 
ence in the building of so big a ship. 

The principal objection made to the 
Brooklyn Yard by those members of the 
construction board who favored Norfolk 
or Boston was that Brooklyn ought to be 
devoted exclusively to repairing on ac- 
count of its superior facilities for that 
work. Not many of the large vessels are 
docked at Norfolk, and these officers fa- 
vored sending the work there for that rea- 
son. 

There was some talk of Mare Island, but 
that yard was considered to be too far 
from the Eastern manufactories which fur- 
nish the structural steel and armor for 
war vessels. The cost of transporting the 


material would add too much to the cost 
of the ship. 

The Navy Department intends to begin 
working out the detail plans immediately, 
and it is expected that the keel plates for 
the new battleship will be laid in about 
eight months. 


THE OLEOMARGARINE LAW. 


Manufacturers Expect to Avoid the Tax 
Imposed by Congress Last Winter. 


Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, July 7.—The oleomarga- 
rine manufacturers fully expect to circum- 
vent the projectors of the oleomargarine 
law passed by Congress last Winter and 
now in effect. Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue Yerkes having held that the 10- 
cent tax does not apply to oleo having a 
shade of yellow, which shade it acquired 
by the use of some natural vegetable 
product, or by the use of yellow butter, 
containing no artificial coloring matter, the 
manufacturers are preparing this as the 
basis for their attack. 

The Armour Company to-day notified 
Commissioner Yerkes that it had devised 
the plan of sending out pure white oleo- 
margarine in packages, each package con- 
taining a little pellet of coloring matter, 
with instructions for using the same. The 
coloring is to be done by the purchaser and 
consumer, who has the right to do so 
under the law, being in no sense a retailer 
of the product. The keepers of boarding 
houses are also exempt. 

The Armour Company informed the Com- 
missioner that it did not wish to take this 
step without his knowledge and that it 
stood ready to defend its course in the 
courts if necessary. 

Another communication on the subject 
was received from a manufacturer who 
submitted a sample of what is known as 
“palm oil,”’ a pure vegetable oll. He says 
that it is more nutritious and cheaper 
than cottonseed oil, ordinarily used in the 
manufacture of oleo, and he wants to knew 
whether he has a right to use it, instead 
of cottonseed oil. Palm oil has a rich yel- 


low color and will impart a beautiful yellow 
to oleomargarine. 

Since it is pure vegetable ofl Commis- 
sioner Yerkes does not see how he can 
prevent its use. The manufacturer, al- 
though turning out a yellow oleomargarine, 
would be subject to a tax of only one- 
fourth of a cent per pound. 


ROOSEVELT PARTY IN CONGRESS 


Report in Washington that It Will Sup- 


plant the Present Republican 
Leaders—Story Not Credited. 


Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, July 7.—A_ decidedly 
bizarre political story went the rounds of 
the Capitol to-day, setting forth that a 
“ Roosevelt Party’’ was to be formed in 
Congress, which was to be backed by pub- 
lic sentiment and responsive to it. Messrs, 
Payne, Dalzell, Grosvenor, and Henderson 
were to be thrown overboard and a lot of 
Roosevelt Republicans were to take charge 
of the House and run it in such a way 
that whatever the people should call for 
they would get with neatness and dispatch. 

Nothing specific was said about the Sen- 
ate, but persons were allowed to infer that 
in that body, as well as in the House, there 
would be an overturning, and that when 
it had taken place there would be a set of 
new leaders there devoted to Mr. Roose- 
velt and the great American public. Ac- 
cording to the story, the President had 
fully made up his mind that Congress must 
respect the will of the people and the 
wishes of the Administration, so that mofe 
sessions should not end like the last one, 
with legislation neglected for which the 
country had clamored. 

The young men of Congress were to be 
the life of this new Roosevelt party. 
Through their zeal everything that was 
desirable in legislation was to be put 
through Congress. Anti-trust laws would 
be enacted, Cuban reciprocity would be 
established, the tariff would be revised—it 
would be like the coming of the millennium 
in the National Capitol. 

Some politicians who listened to this story 
laughed when they had heard all the pur- 
veyors of it had to say. They wanted to 
know if the purpose of the story was to 
ridicule the President, for, to their minds, 
they said, it would be impossible to suggest 
a r6le in which he would appear to so little 
advantage as in the rdle contemplated in 
the current story. Nobody of consequence 
could be found who would believe it possi- 
ble that the President would be mixed up in 
such a scheme. It was suggested that the 
story grew out of the consultation the 
President had with Representative Little- 
field, through the assumption that on such 
an important matter as trust legisiation 
the natural thing would be for the Presi- 


dent to consult with the recognized leaders 


in Congress. 
In regard 


to this assumption, it was 


pointed out that the 
matter over with Mr. Littlefield because 
the Maine Representative had shown @ 
great interest in the matter during the 
recent session of Co , and thus 
become a person with whom the President 
would be quite apt to confer concerning 
legislation to regulate trusts. There is 
really no. indication that the President has 
it in mind to fight down the leaders in 
Congress and put up new ones, no indica- 
tion whatever that he is disposed to do 
on | overturning at either end of the Cap- 
tol. 


BRITISH EMBASSY’S TRANSFER. 


Will Be Removed to Bar Harbor for the 
Summer. 


WASHINGTON, July 7.—The British 
Embassy will be transferred to Bar Har- 
bor within the next few days, where Percy 
Wyrdham and the staff of the Embassy 
have taken quarters for the Summer. Ad- 
vices received indicate that Sir Michael 
Herbert, the new British Ambassador, will 
come to Washington about Oct. 1, at which 
time the Embassy staff will return to 
Washington. 

Owing to the absence of President Roose- 
velt and Secretary Hay from Washington 
it would not be possible for Sir Michael to 
present his credentials before Oct. 1, and, 


moreover, there is no present. urgency in 
the affairs between the two Governments 
requiring his presence before Autumn. 


700 LITIGANTS IN A SUIT. 


Brought to Determine Ownership of 
7,000 Acres of Timber, Oil, and 
Coal Lands in Tennessee. 


Special to The New York Times. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., July 7.—A suit in- 
volving nearly 700 litigants will shortly be 
brought up at Jamestown, Fentress Coun- 
ty, in which the right of possession of 
about 7,000 acres of the finest timber, oil, 
and coal lands in that section will be con- 
tested for. More than forty lawyers have 
been retained on both sides, headed by 
R. E. Robinson of Sparta and Thomas H. 
Malone, Jr., of Nashville. Mr. Robinson is 
here now gathering evidence and sum- 
moning witnesses. 

The land over which the contest will be 
made lies along the forty-fifth parallel of 
longitude, in Ovarton, Pickett, and Fen- 
tress Counties, Tenn. It is asserted by the 
plaintiffs that the land, which has all been 
involved, was granted to certain persons 
shortly after the Revolutionary war by the 
Government of the State of North Carolina, 
and that this right never having been vio- 
lated by transfer, still allows vesture to 


property to rest in lineal descendants of 
certain persons to whom grant was issued. 


ANARCHISTS’ BIG MEETING.

Anarchists had an overflowing meeting 
in New Irving Hall in Broome Street near 
Norfolk last night to raise funds for the 
defense of Rudolph Grossman and William 
MacQueen, who were arrested on a charge 
of inciting rioters about the silk dyeing 
works at Paterson during the present 
strikes. 

Grossman, who is under bail, was the 
central figure of the meeting. At the close 
he was carried from his feet by enthusi- 
astic persons who desired to greet him. In 
his speech he extolled Anarchy, and de- 
nounced capitalists and corporations. 

Samuel Mintz declared that the Anar- 
chists are at present gathering strength, 


and that they would triumph in the end. 
No policemen were visible in the hall. 


PAID CUSTOMS INSPECTORS. 


Ex-Employe in New York Accuses the 
American Sugar Company. 


WASHINGTON, July 7.—Secretary of the 
Treasury Shaw has set an inquiry on foot 
to ascertain whether it will be worth while 
to investigate the allegations made by H. 
C. Corsa, formerly of the Appraiser’s De- 
partment, District of New York, concern- 
ing the alleged payment of money to Cus- 
toms Inspectors at New York by the 
American Sugar Refining Company. 

Corsa, it is said at the Treasury Depart- 
ment, did not charge that the Government 
had been defrauded by undervaluation in- 


duced by such alleged payments, but only 
that payments had been made for the 
purpose of securing “ fair treatment.”

INSURE EMPLOYES’ LIVES. 


The United Railways and Electric Com- 
pany of Baltimore Plans This for 
Motormen and Conductors. 
Special to The New York Times. 


BALTIMORE, July 7.—The United Rail- 
ways and Electric Company of Baltimore, 
controlling al! the city and suburban rail- 
ways, has arranged to insure the lives of 
the 3,000 motormen and conductors on its 
lines. In the case of fatal accident while 
in the service of the company the sum of 
$1,000 will be paid to the family of the vic- 
tim. 

This arrangement has been entered into 
with State Insurance Commissioner Wil- 
kinson, who is designated by a law passed 
by the last Legislature to act as agent for 
such a plan. This is known as the ‘‘ Em- 
ployers’ and Employes’ Co-operative Insur- 
ance and Liability law.’’ 

It permits the employer to deduct one- 
half of the cost of this insurance from the 
wages of the employe. It has been de- 


Railways that the company will pay the 
entire amount and will make no deduction 
from the wages of the men. It will cost 


60 cents for each employe so protected, and | 


the aggregate to be paid by the United 
Railways will be about $1,800 a year. The 
insurance is to be accepted as settlement 
for any claim against the company, and 
in this sense is a mutual arrangement be- 
tween employer and employe. The law

Stamford Company Will Insure Itself.

SMELTERS’ STRIKE ENDS.

Plant at Helena—The Union Not 
Recognized.

Hauser, the American Smelting and Re- 
fining Company has announced that it will 
re-open its plant near this city to-morrow 
morning, and will give the preference to old 
employes, without discrimination against 
those who have been on strike since May 1. 
Notice was posted at the plant to this ef- 
fect, and the men are required to sign an 
agreement that they will continue to work 
at present wages for one year from May 1 
last. 

Before this notice was posted Mr. Hauser 
had secured assurances from the men that 
they would accept the terms offered, thus 
abandoning the claim for the recognition 
of their union, which caused the strike. 


About 600 men are employed directly, be- 
sides a large number employed in quarry- 
ing limestone and mining iron ore for the 
smelter. Many mines will resume opera- 
tions in consequence, and a large addition 
will be made to railroad crews employed 
in hauling ore. 


FOR THE FAR EAST OIL TRADE. 


Standard Oil Company to Order Twelve 
Big Steamships in England.

BOSTON, July 7.—It is authoritatively 
stated here that the Standard Oil Com- 
pany will have built in England for its 
trade in the Far East twelve huge 
steamships, each of the size of the Ken- 
nebec, now loading in this port with 2,000,- 
000 gallons of refined oil in cases for China 
and Japan. 

What. effect the use of the projected new 
steamers, which will be able to carry 48,- 
000,000 gallons of oil to the Orient annu- 
ally, may have upon the large fleet of 
sailing vessels now engaged in this trade, 
is problematical, but it is probable that 
they will be driven to seek some other 
business, just as the oil ships of Europe 
have given way to the tank steamers of 
the Standard Oil Company. 


HUNT FOR OUTLAW TRACY. 


The Posses Searching for the Oregon 
Convict Learn Nothing Definite 
of His Whereabouts. 


SEATTLE, Washington, July 7.—Nothing 
definite was learned to-day about the 
whereabouts of Harry Tracy, the Oregon 
convict. Three posses were at Anacortez, 
eighteen miles below Whatcom, and their 
leaders express the belief that the outlaw 
was in the vicinity of Deception Pass at 6 
o'clock last evening in a sailboat. Decep- 
tion Pass is a very dangerous spot for 
craft the size of Tracy’s boat, but the offi- 
cers believe that he went through on a 
favorable tide and has effected a landing 
on the main land on this side or has put 
through the Straits of San Juan De Fuca. 

Two steamers are actively engaged in 
patrolling the shores of Puget Sound in the 
neighborhood of the Pass, while the posses 


are guarding points on the mainland in 
the neighborhood where he would natur- 
ally land. 

It is believed that Tracy is making for 
Whatcom County, where he has friends 
who would aid him to escape either in a 
foreign vessel or into Canada by train. 

After a cruise, covering 125 miles, Sher- 
iff Cudihee and posse returned to-day to 
Seattle. He says that his posse examined, 
with the aid of powerful glasses, every bay 
and scrutinized every small boat encoun- 
tered. As a net result of the search, he 
believes that Tracy either landed at the 
Madison Indian reservation and, 
a horse, made for the Hood Canal country, 
or else is in hiding north of Bainbridge 
Island. 

A dispatch from Port Madison says that 
it is believed the two men were at Cape 
Horn, two miles west of the reservation, at 
noon yesterday. 


VICTIM OF THIEVES MAY DIE. 


Woman Felled at Door of Her Home in 
Harrison, N. Y., and the House 
Robbed. 


WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., July 7.—Mrs. 
Margaret Kelly, sixty-five years of age, 
was beaten to-day at her home, in Harri- 
son, near White Plains, by two thieves. 
She is in a critical condition and her death 
is expected. 

Mrs. Kelly’s husband is employed at the 
country place of Whitelaw Reid and was 
at work when the affair occurred. She was 
standing on the stoop of her home when 
two men approached and spoke to her. She 
turned to enter the house when one of 
the men hit her on the head with a stone 
wrapped in a handkerchief. As she fe: 
he hit her again. Both blows laid open the 
scalp and caused concussion of the brain. 
After knocking Mrs. Kelly down the men 
entered the house. Fifty dollars in money 
and a watch and chain are missing. 

The alarm was given a few minutes after 
the affair occurred. The local police hur- 
ried to the scene, and with the aid of 
neighbors scoured the woods. The police 
this evening arrested two strangers who 


in a general way appear to answer the de- 
scription given of the thieves. These men 
ve their names as Norman Baker and 
obert Mosher. Police Justice Stafford this 
evening committed them without bail for a 
hearing to-morrow.

A NEW VERSION 0 
THE LATIMER SHOOTING. 


Wounded Man Says He Was Shot in 
Bed—His Wife Has Said Burglar 
Fired from Closet. 


Albert C. Latimer, who was shot by an 
alleged burglar in his home, 318 Hancock 
Street, Brooklyn, on Wednesday morning 
last, and who has since been hovering be- 
tween life and death in St. Mary’s Hospital, 
that borough, made his first statement last 
night concerning the burglary and shoot- 
ing. The statement, which was a very 
brief one, was made by Mr. Latimer to his 
brother, G. Byron Latimer. 

It differed from that made by Mrs. Lati- 
mer, wife of the wounded man, with regard 
to the shooting. According to Mrs. Lati- 
She discovered the bur- 
glar in the room and awakened her hus- 
band. Taking a blanket from the bed and 
holding it about him, she said, he attacked 
the burglar and drove him into a closet. 
Mr. Latimer, according to his wife’s story, 
then pulled open the door of the closet, and 
the burglar sprang out and shot him. 

Mr. Latimer, in the statement made to 
his brother at the hospital last night, said 
that he was shot while he was lying in 
bed. He had no struggle with the man, 

and did not drive him into the 
He described the burglar as a tall, 
slim man, who used his right hand in firing 
the revolver. Mrs. Latimer’s description of 
the man was that he’ was short and, she 
thought, lefthanded. 

Because of his condition Mr. Latimer 
was unable to talk at length about the 
shooting. He is very weak, and it was 
feared yesterday morning that he was 
sinking. He rallied late yesterday after- 
noon, however, and showed slight improve- 
ment last night. Septic pneumonia, caused 
by the bullet passing through his lung, has 
supervened. 

Mrs. Latimer, who has been ill since the 
shooting, yesterday went to St. Mary’s 
Hospital for treatment and to be near her 
husband. Mr. Latimer’s three brothers are 
at his bedside constantly, taking turns 
there. 

The police have not been able as yet to 
get any statement from Mrs. Latimer re- 
garding the burglary other than the one she 
gave immediately after the shooting. 

Assisted by her physician, however, Mrs. 
Latimer was able yesterday morning to go 
in a carriage to Police Headquarters to 
have a look at a man who had been ar- 
rested by the police in connection with the 
case. The police at first thought the man 
might be able to throw some light on the 
burglary, but Capt. Reynolds said later 
that he attached little importance to the 
arrest. 

The prisoner is Samuel Jones, thirty- 
four years old, who says he lives in Lynn, 
Mass, The police say that he recently com- 
pleted serving a two-year term in Massa- 
chusetts for burglary. He came here two 
weeks ago. He denied having any knowl- 
edge of the Latimer burglary. Mrs. Lati- 
mer was unable to make any identification. 

De Witt Council of the Royal Arcanum, 
of which Mr. Latimer is collector, held a 
meeting last night in Masonic Hall on Bed- 
ford Avenue, at which the Latimer case 
was discussed. A resolution was intro- 
duced providing that the council offer a re- 
ward of $500 for the apprehension of the 
burglar who shot Mr. Latimer. 

The resolution was later amended so as 
to make the amount of the reward $1,000. 
After much discussion the majority pres- 
ent ruled that it would be unwise for the 
Council to offer a reward, and the reso- 
lution was tabled. A resolution of sym- 
pathy with Mr. Latimer was adopted. 


DISBROW CASE HEARING 
RESUMED AT GOOD GROUND. 


Hotel Keeper Ternell Throws Little 
New Light on the Tragedy—What 
the Leaky Boat’s Owner Saw. 


GOOD GROUND, L. L., July 7.—The sec- 
ond week of the hearings in the Disbrow 
case began to-day. Erastus W. Tuthill of 
Eastport, where he is station agent and 
telegraph operator, was the first witness. 
He testified that on the day Clarence Fos- 
ter and Sarah Lawrence disappeared a 
young man gave him a telegram to send. 
It read: 


Dimple and Clarence Foster are together. I 
will not rest until I find them. 
D. A. DISBROW. 


Tuthill said that Disbrow looked like the 
man who had given him the telegram, but 
he was unable positively to identify him. 

Adelaide Ternell, wife of the proprietor 
of the hotel where Disbrow lived, and 
which was visited by Foster, Miss Law- 
rence, and Disbrow just prior to the or- 
currences on the bay, threw no new light 
upon the case. 

The testimony of John E. Ternell, 
husband, proved to be disappointing to 
those who thought he had a lot to tell. He 
said he had been up practically all night 
on the night in question watching for 
chicken thieves. He slept a while on a 
lounge, and about midnight went out to 
the barn. He found a horse and wagon 
there. The horse was tied. In the wagon 
he saw a sweater, a cap, a2 woman’s hat, 
and some hairpins. He took the horse into 
the barn and the woman's hat into the 
house and gave it to his wife. He could 
not identify the sweater and cap, as he 
had not touched them. 

In the morning, after hearing of some dis- 
turbance in the house, he went to Dis- 
brow's room and told him that after what 
had occurred he had better leave the house. 
They walked to the barn and Dis- 
brow said he was very sorry for what- 
ever had occurred. He then drove away in 
the rig which Ternell had found in front of 
the barn. Disbrow had not taken his lug- 
gage, and Ternell never saw him again until 
he met him in the courtroom. He had never 
seen Foster, Disbrow, and Miss Lawrence 
together, had not been near the shore on 
the fatal night, and had heard no outcry or 
unusual noise. 

Charles B. Pearsall, father of the young 
woman who heard the quarrels between 
Disbrow and Foster, was called, but knew 
absolutely nothing that threw any light on 
the case. 

Nelson B. Squires, the owner of the leaky 
boat which has figured in the case and 
which it is thought may possibly have been 
turned adrift as a blind to make it appear 
that Foster and Miss Lawrence went out 
in it and were drowned from it, testified 
that his boat was missing on the morning 
of the tragedy. One of his brother's boats 
had been disturbed, and from the place 


where it was beached a man's footprints led 
toward Ternell’s Hotel. About where his 
boat had been there were footprints, a 
man's or men’s and also a woman's. 

Under cross-examination Squires said 
that not without a close examination could 
it be ascertained that the boat was un- 
safe, if the investigator were working at 
night. A long trip could not be made with 
his boat without constant bailing. It would 
be unsafe if two persons were intoxicated. 
lf two persons were in the boat and tried 
to change places it would be dangerous. 

John Carter, who worked for the preced- 
ing witness, gave somewhat similar testi- 
mony. He was positive that with the oar- 
locks tied they could be used. (This was 
eontradictory of Squires’s testimony.) He 
had slept in the boathouse close to the 
shore, but heard no noise between 9 o'clock 
that night and 4:30 in the morning.

SHOT BY HIGHWAYMEN. 


Though a Bullet Pierced His Body, 
Thomas Cook Clung to His Horse 


and Escaped. 
Speciai to The New York Times. 

WHEELING, W. Va., July 7.—Aftet 
being shot through and through by rob- 
bers, Thomas Cook, the son of State Sena- 
tor William Cook of Wyoming County, put 
spurs to his steed and, throwing his arms 
about the neck of the spirited animal he 
was riding, dashed along a mountain high- 
land for nearly half a mile before he fell 
from the foaming steed, so weak from the 
loss of blood that he could no longer re- 
main in the saddle. 

On his person were several thousand dol- 
lars in money that had been sent by ex- 
press to the nearest railway station, which 
was twenty miles distant, to be used in 
paying. off a thousand men who were at 
work in the mountain wilds on Upper 
Guyan River, cutting timber for C. Crane 
& Co., Cincinnati lumbermen. 

Cook was riding leisurely along the lonee 
some road, on either side of which was 
heavy undergrowth, when suddenly the 
two men opened fire on him. A bullet 
pierced his breast, coming out just back of 
the shoulderblade, but instantly he drew a 
revolver and fired on the robbers. Then, 
realizing his awful injury, he dropped his 
revolver, and, throwing his arms about the 
animal’s neck, he dashed on. When he 
fell he was near a little mountain cabin, 
and the inmates hurriedly sent for a physi- 
cian. Cook probabiy will not recover.

WHISKY TRUST IN TROUBLE. 


Reorganization of the Distilling Com- 
pany of America May Be Blocked 
by Stockholders. 


The reorganization of the Distilling Com- 
pany of America, which has plants in Chi- 
cago, Cincinnati, Louisville, St. Louis, and 
other Western cities, may be blocked. 

Large bondholders of the American Spir- 
its Manufacturing Company, which was 
absorbed by the Distilling Company some 
time ago, declare they are discriminated 
against by the reorganization plan, and 
have been advised by competent authority 
not to release their holdings. 

These bondholders live in Springfield, 
Mass., and have long been interested in 
the spirits trade to a large extent. It is 
also understood that some of the stock- 
holders doubt the wisdom of the plan pro- 
posed by the committee, which is com- 
posed of Valentine P. Snyder, President 
of the Western National Bank of New 
York; Rudolph Ellis, and Crawford Liv- 
ingston. 

In the proposition of the reorganization 
managers it is proposed to exchange out- 
standing Distilling Company of America 5 
per cent. bonds maturing in 1910, redeem- 
able at par on any interest day, $500,000 of 
which must be redeemed each year, for 
new proposed 5 per cent. convertible bonds 
with a 20 per cent. stock bonus. There are 
$3,580,000 of these old bonds outstanding. 
The new issue of bonds will total $16,000,- 
000 under the present plan. It is further 
proposed to exchange the $1,873,000 out- 
standing American Spirits Manufacturing 
Company 6 per cent. bonds, maturing in 
1915, redeemable before maturity at the 


option of the company at 105, for the new 
5 per cent. bonds at par.

CORN JUMPS TO 85 1-2 CENTS 


Highest Price In Recent Years Reached 
in Chicago—Little Comes Out 
at This Figure. 


CHICAGO, July 7.—The grip of the Gates 
crowd on the local supply of contract corn 
Was again made evident to-day when July 
corn broke the record of recent zears by 
going to 85%. The next sale was at 83%. 
The market opened with corn for this 
month's delivery wanted all the’ way from 
77 to 79%. All forenoon bids hesitated be- 
low 80 cents. 

Later reports of further rain in the West 
frightened shorts and the price shot up 
by leaps and bounds. Little corn was 
sold, however, even at this advance. The 
close was at 84 cents, 7 cents higher than 
the previous close (Thursday.) 








On the Produce Exchange yesterday no 
subject was so much discussed as the ad- 
vance in Chicago in July corn to the 
highest price in years, and the squeeze of 
the shorts in it. The discussion was not so 
much the sharp jump of yesterday as what 
may happen to-day and the days following 
until the “corner” is over. On the floor 
some predictions were that 90 cents a 
bushel would be the high figure, while 
others looked for a price not less than $1— 
thag is, unless a private settlement is ef- 
fected. 

These figures, of course, were based on 
the belief that a ‘“‘corner’’ is actually on, 
and that it is not a ‘“ weather’’ market, 
but one solely where the question is as to 
the amount of actual July corn for deliv- 
ery in Chicago to be had that will come 
up to contract grades. At yesterday’s high 
figure, it was pointed out, corn is selling 
fully 10 cents a bushel above wheat. 

So far as the New York operators them- 
selves are concerned, they can look on 
with equanimity for, from what can be 
learned, they are neither long nor short of 
July, having quitted the fight long since. 

At the offices here of Harris, Gates & Co. 


—the firm understood to be operating the 
rise, which is said ,here to be directed 
emp good against St. Louis shorts—a mem- 
er of the firm said yesterday, when asked 
about the corner: 

“There is nothing to say. Apparently 
there is not enough July corn to go around, 
and there you have the story. However, 
the whole thing is being done in Chicago 
and there is no New York end to it. Mr. 
Gates, Mr. Harris, and Mr. Dupee are all in 
Chicago, and I guess will stay there for 
some days.” 

Incidentally the ‘*‘ corner "’ is beginning to 
snow itself in the New York money mar- 
ket. Yesterday and Saturday more than 
$1,000,000 went out from this city to Chi- 
cago—for the purpose, it is understood, of 
providing ready funds to pay cash for July 
corn as it is bought up. 


“LITTLE CONEY ISLAND” RAIDED 


Capt. Donohue Arrests Six Men and 
Charges Two with Keeping Dis- 
orderly Resorts. 








Capt. Donohue of the West One Hun- 
dredth Street Police Station last evening 
began to fulfill his promise, made when-he 
took command of the precinct some weeks 
ago, to clean up “ Little Coney Island.”’ 
Two places were visited and six arrests ef- 
fected on warrants issued on evidence ob- 
iained by Detectives Rosenfeld and Sherry 
of the staff of Inspector Kane, who, on his 


application, had sent him two men who 
were not Known to the proprietors of the 
doubtful resorts in the precinct. 

The men arrested last night are Morris 
Lipschitz of 1,637 Madison Avenue, charged 
with keeping a disorderly resort at 2,839 
Broadway; Edward Waldron, of 15 West 
One Hundred and Third Street, accused of 
maintaining a disorderly place at 216 West 
One Hundred and Tenth Street; Edward 
Mullin and Harry Leland, waiters in Lip- 
schitz’s place; and Charles Ford and Reyel 
Dunham, waiters in Waldron’s establish- 
ment. The waiters are charged with vio- 
lating the excise law. All the prisoners 
were released on bail. 

The fight between the Waldron brothers 
and the police is a matter of local history 
and of court record. Time after time the 
police have endeavored to close up their 
dance hall, but without» success. Capt. 
Donohue said last night that he had se- 
cured evidence on which he had no doubt 
both Lipschitz and Waldron would be held. 


$125,000 Fire at Plattsburg. 

PLATTSBURG, N. Y., July 7.—A fire 
that started in Utting’s storehouse, on 
Burke Street, in this city, early this morn- 
ing, was fanned by a high wind, spread to 
adjoining buildings, and would certainly 
have swept away one-third of the business 
portion of the town had it not been for the 


timely arrival of several hundred soldiers 
from Plattsburg Barracks, who worked 
hard as volunteer firemen. The total loss 
was $125,000; insurance $75,000.

NEW SUIT AGAINST 
THE STEEL TRUST 


Is Also Against Conversion of Pre- 
ferred Stocks Into Bonds. 








New Jersey Court of Errors May Not 
Take Up Previous Actions Un- 
til September. 





Special to The New York Times. 

TRENTON, N. J., July 7.—A new suit 
against the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion has been instituted in the Court. of 
Chancery by Robert H. McCarter, repre- 
senting J. Aspinwall Hodge, Franklin W. 
Hopkins, Allison R. Hopkins, William H. 
Curtiss, and others, holders of 2,600 shares 
of preferred stock and 1,400 shares of com- 
mon stock of the corporation, to restrain 
the conversion of the $200,000,000 of pre- 
ferred stock into first mortgage bonds. 

The new bill charges that J. P. Morgan 
was the controlling factor in the making 
of the contract whereby his firm was to get 
$10,000,000 commission. It is pointed out 
that Mr. Morgan himself, Robert Bacon, 
Charles Steele, and George W. Perkins are 
members of the firm of J. P. Morgan & 
Co., and at the same time Directors of the 
steel trust, and that Mr. Perkins is Chair- 
man of the Finance Committee of the steel 
corporation. It is asserted that at least ten 
of the Directors of the trust are either 
members of the firm of J. P. Morgan & 
Co. or closely associated with the firm in 
business, and that without their votes the 
conversion scheme which will give the 
company $10,000,000 could not have been 
carried through. 

It is asserted that under the contract with 
Morgan & Co. they were to furnish only 
$20,000,000 in cash and to sell if they could 
$30,000,000 additional bonds. The payment 
of $10,000,000 for doing this, it is charged, 
is exorbitant. All of the Directors of the 
steel corporation are made party defend- 
ants to the suit. 

The charge is made that there is no ne- 
cessity for the issuance of the new bonds, 
the same ground being gone over as in the 
case of the suit of Myriam Berger. ° 

Accompanying the bill is an affidavit of 
James H. Lancaster, an expert mechanical 
engineer, who says he has made a study of 
the plants of the steel corporation, and he 
places their value at not more than $500,- 
000,000, 

Vice Chancellor Emory has allowed an 
order, returnable July 15, to show cause 
why the temporary injunction granted im- 
mediately upon the filing of the suit should 
not be made permanent. 

Owing to the ‘absence of Justice Van 
Syckel at Saratoga the Court of Errors did 
not to-day take up the consideration of 
the Berger suit, as had been planned. No 
date has as yet been fixed for the next 
conference, and it is not unlikely that the 
case will go over until the Justices return 
from their Summer vacations and court re- 
opens Sept. 19. At the conclusion of ceurt 
to-day this seemed in the judgment of the 
Justices the date on which the steel case 
would be again taken up. 








































It is a coincidence that in the new suit 
against the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion one of the plaintiffs, as in the suit of 
Mrs. Miriam Berger against this corpora- 
tion, was identified not only with the 
Standard Oil Company, but with John D, 
Rockefeller. In the Berger case Francis D. 
Carley, who had at one time prominence 
in Standard Oil affairs and who was spoken 
of as “close to’"’ John D. Rockefeller, ack- 
nowledged that he was back of the pro- 
ceedings. 

In the suit brought by Mr. Hodge and 
others, William H. Curtiss figures as a 
plaintiff. He was at the time Hugh J. 
Grant was appointed receiver of the Third 
Avenue Railroad Company, March, 1900, 
gave up that position to become Treasurer 
secretary to John D. Rockefeller, and he 
of the Third Avenue Railroad Company. 

Mr. Curtiss, who is identified with Wall 
Street operations now, has an office in 
Room 1,024 of the Johnston Building, in 
Broad Street.

“Surely you can judge of the character 
of these proceedings. They are ali of one 


sort. 

Franklin W. Hopkins of the firm of Hop- 
kins Brothers, who are plaintiffs in this 
suit, said: 

“T have been away and have just re- 
turned to the city, and the fact that a suit 
has been brought in the name of my firm 
against the United States Steel Corporation 
is news to me.” 

*“ But how could this suit be brought in 
your name without your knowledge? ’”’ 

“I do not know. Were I to answer that 
question I would be guessing, just as you 
would be if you answered it.’’ 


HAULING OF IMMIGRANTS. 


Western Railroads Will Try to Adjust 
Business More Equitably at a 
Meeting in Chicago.

CHICAGO, July 7.—Another attempt will 
be made by the immigrant bureau of the 
Western Passenger Association to-morrow 
to adjust the question of the division of 
the business of that class among the West- 
ern lines. All such attempts in the pre- 
vious meetings have been fruitless. 

Ever since a number of the Western 
lines withdrew from the agreement the 
question has been a troublesome one. The 
dissatisfaction of some of the roads over 
their allotted share of the business causes 
all the trouble. An effort will be made to 
adjust the differences on an entirely new 
basis, and it is predicted that a larger 
share of the business will be offered the 
lines which have been blocking any com- 
promise. 

While 
hopeful of a settlement, the officials of the 
lines which heretofgre have enjoyed the 


bulk of that class of traffic appear to be in- 
different. 

The meeting will be held in the offices of 
the Western Passenger Association, and a 
full attendance is expected. 

The representatives of the cotton-carry- 
ing roads of the South will meet at the 
Chicago Beach Hotel to-morrow to consider 
the question of rates and methods of hand- 
ling that commodity during the coming 
season. The conference will continue 
throughout the week.

Graw to-night severed his connection with 
the Baltimore Baseball Club as manager 
and left this city to-night for New York 
to become manager of#the New York Na- 
tional League team. He will retain his 


stock in the Baltimore Club until he can | 


Gispose of it. At a meeting of the Balti- 
more owners and stockholders to-night, at 
which John J. Mahon, the President, pre- 
sided, it was decided to give McGraw his 
Telease. Joseph Kelley, son-in-law of 
President Mahon, together with Wilbert 
Robinson, the business partner of McGraw, 
will temporarily be joint managers of the 
Baltimore Club, although it is believed 
that in a short time McGraw will secure 
them and probably other players of the 
Baltimore team for the National League. 
While McGraw will not state the salary he 
will receive from the New York Club, it is 
understood that the inducement offered 
him to return to the National League is 
$10,000 a year. He stated to-day that he 
would have sole charge of the New York 


team for the rest of the season, as Andrew 
Freedman is going to Europé to spend the 
Summer. 
intention to play on the team, but his past 
record here shows that it is impossible for 
the aggressive little baseball expert to keep 
out of the game. 

While McGraw says he is reluctant to 
leave this city, in which he has been so 
successful in his business enterprises and 
so popular as a ball player, he cannot con- 
ra his delight in getting away from the 
American League, in which, according to 
his view of it, Ban Johnson, the President, 
has made it so unpleasant for him. 

In addition to paying McGraw a_hand- 
some salary the New York Club, backed 
by the other members of the National 
League, has, it is reported, allowed the 
Baltimore Club a valuable consideration 
for the deal. When the American Léague 
Was organized McGraw and Robinson_se- 
cured the franchise for the Baltimore Club 
and jointly owned a controlling interest in 
it. It is believed, however, that they lately 
disposed of a large part of their holdings 
to Mr Mahon, the President. Joe Kelley, 
upon whom the greater part of the respon- 
sibility of the management of the Balti- 
more team will now devolve, says that he 
still considers the club a good business 
proposition, but the impression among 
those here interested in the game is that 
McGraw’s break is a great victory for the 
National League and a severe blow to the 
American organization. It is also feared 
among the followers of the game in this 
city that the withdrawal of McGraw will 
cause a drop in the interest in the game 
here and eventual disruption of the Balti- 
more Club. 

Terms of the deal are reported to be $10,- 
000 to McGraw personally and a like 
amount to the Baltimore Club, in the dis- 
tribution of which he will of course share 
as a stockholder.

AMERICAN OARSMAN VICTOR. 


Cc. S. Titus Won His First Heat in Race 
at Henley, England, for Dia- 
mond Sculls. 


HENLEY, England, July 7.—The Amer- 
ican oarsman C. 8S. Titus of the Union Boat 
Club of New York made a victorious be- 
ginning in the race for the Diamond Sculls 
to-day, when in one of three preliminary 
heats rowed in the course of the afternoon 
he won in rather clever style by a boat's 
length and a half from Louis Scholes of 
the Don Rowing Club of Toronto, Canada. 
The time of the heat was 8:33, or within 
four seconds of the best record over the 
Henley course for single sculls. 

Titus rowed a fine race, and was in 
splendid condition, as the result of the race 
showed. His defeated opponent is an old 
tival, whom he rowed against last at New 
York in May, Scholes then winning. The 
two other heats rowed to-day in the com- 
petition for the Diamond Sculls were won, 
respectively, by J. Beresford of the Ken- 
sington Rowing Club and H. B. Ethering- 
ton-Smith of the famous Leander Rowing 
Club of London. 

The arrangement for the rowing in this 
order was made because of the unusual 
number of competitors for e ‘Diamond 
Sculls this year, the committee in charge 
having decided that this was the only meth- 
od which could be adopted to save any of 
the contestants from having to row two 
heats in one day. The chief interest in to- 
day’s racing was in the Titus-Scholes heat, 
the first rowed. 

The send-off was beautiful. Titus caught 
the water first, but Scholes, putting more 
power into his work, after a few strokes 
had, the lead. The rates of pulling were 
thifly-seven strokes for the first minute. 
Scholes gradually increased his lead, and 
was six feet ahead of his opponent at 
Temple Island. Titus, however, spurted 
up level with the Toronto oarsman several 
times, and the biggest lead Scholes ever 
had was three-quarters of a length. 

The half-way mark was reached in four 
minutes and six seconds. Going along the 
meadows Titus put on a great spurt and 
almost got up even with his competitor, but 
Scholes got away.again. It was a grand 


race to Phyllis Court, when Titus, by a 
splendid effort, spurted to the front. 
Scholes responded gamely, but was never 
able to get on even terms again. At the 
grand stand Titus drew clear and went 
away, Winning a very fine race. A sum- 
mary of the day’s trials follows:

Foremost American Experts, Led by 
Wrenn and Whitman, Prepare 
for International Contests, 

The foremost American lawn tennis ex- 
perts yesterday began play in the round 
robin series on the grass courts of the 
Country Club of Westchester.

APPRENTICES IN A DEAD HEAT 


Keynote, the Favorite, Was First Easily 
in the Run-Off with Choate for 
the Opening Race. 


A programme of over-night races at the 
Brighton Beach track yesterday made un- 
commonly spirited sport, with results so 
nearly even between backers and iayers 
that the betting battle practically was a 
drawn contest. In the six races three 
actual favorites were winners, one of these, 
Keynote, in the opening event, giving hfs 
backers a double share of suspense by 
having to run twice before he got the de- 
cision in the run-off, after a dead heat 
with Choate.

The Club’s Fleet Safe in Harbor 
Off Morris Cove. 


W. E. ISELIN’S SCHOONER FIRST 


The Sloops Yankee and Neola Have a 
Lively Contest for the Honors—Lat- 
ter Won on Time Allowance.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., July 7.—William E. 
Iselin’s cruising schooner Emerald led the 
fleet of the Atlantic Yacht Club into the 
harbor off Morris Cove this afternoon on 
the first day of the annual cruise. She 
came in fine style with spinnaker out to 
starboard and her big balloon jib and main- 
topstaysail set and well filled. She made 
a fine race from Larchmont, beating the 
big single-stickers and the other schooners 
with ease. After her at the finish came J. 
Rogers Maxwell's Yankee, closely followed 
by George M. Pyncheon’s Neola. Between 
the two big single-stickers there was a 


lively contest throughout the day. The 
Neola started first at 9:20 and the Yankee 
went over at 9:30. By 3 o'clock the Neola 
had fully a mile the lead and was outfoot- 
ing her rival steadily. Her spinnaker did 
not seem to help her much and the Yankee 
with less sail gradually crept up on her 
and about 4 o'clock, when off Stratford 
Shoals Light, passed to the windward and 
went to the lead. The two boats were very 
evenly matched and for a time it was a 
question which one was in the lead. Final- 
ly, however, the Yankee inch by inch in- 
creased the distance between herself and 
her rival, and at the finish was 11 minutes 
13 seconds ahead. The Neola had a time 
allowance of 12 minutes and therefore on 
—~ aaa time was the winner by 47 sec- 
8. 

This morning the start of the cruise was 
made from the harbor off the eer 
Yacht Club. A large fleet was Assembled 
in the roadstead and gave the departing 
yachts a good send-off. Many vessels fol- 
owed down the Sound after the racers, and 
Edwin Gould’s steam yacht Eileen, with a 
ee party on board, kept on to the finish. 

The auxiliary yawl Akista, belonging to 
George Hill, Chairman of the Regatta 
Committee, was used for the committee 
boat and displayed the signals. After all 
the boats had been sent off the Akista 
headed straight for Morris Cove, and, ar- 
riving ahead of the fleet, timed the arriv- 
als. By the time the red spar buoy off 
Stratford Point was reached, thirty miles 
from the start, the boats were able to lay 
their course direct east-northeast eleven 
miles to the finish, between the breakers 
at the entrance to New Haven Harbor. 
Most of them set their spinnakers and bal- 
loon jibs and made good headway at once. 
As long as the boats were kept close hauled 
the sloops were able to keep ahead. But 
with the change of wind the schooners 
eased off their sheets and went ahead.

RESTORED TO MRS. BOTT 


She Weeps as She Receives the 
Precious Stradivarius. 


“It Ils All | Have Left Now,” She Says— 
Indictment Against Dealer Flech- 
ter Dismissed. 


Many eyes were moist yesterday when 
Recorder Goff turned over to Mrs. Ma- 
tilda Bott, who had come all the way 
from Germany on purpose to receive it, the 
famous Stradivarius violin which was 
stolen from her late husband, Joseph John 
Bott, in this city eight years ago. 

‘Mrs. Bott, it is with great pleasure 
that I give this violin over to you,” said 
the Recorder, as he deposited the precious 
instrument in the old woman's trembling 
arms. “I hope that it may be a comfort 
to you in your old age. It has been the 
source of a great deal of misery and un- 
happiness to you and yoyr late husband, 
and I am heartily glad to be able to give 
it into your possession.” 

Misery it brought to others, too, for Vic- 
tor S. Fletcher, a dealer in musical instru- 
ments in Union Square, was sentenced to 
a year in Sing Sing on April 30, 1896, on 
the charge of stealing it, and the sentence 
was confirmed by the Appellate Division. 
It is asserted, too, that grief over the 10g 
of the violin was the prime cause of Bott’s 
death. At the time it was stolen Signor 
Nicolini, the husband of Patti, had made 
an offer of $5,500 for the instrument, which 
had been accepted. 

A year passed without a clue, and then 
Fletcher was arrested, although he said 
that the instrument found in his store on 
Union Square was not a Stradivarius, but 
an imitation. While the court proceedings 
were dragging the violin was recovered in 
the store of Mrs. Springer, 155 Jay Street, 
Brooklyn. She said she had bought it for 
her son from one “Jim” Dooley for $30, 
and Dooley said he had bought it in a 
pawnshop on Eighth Avenue, near Four- 
teenth Street, for $20. Experts proved it 
to be Bott’s treasure beyond a doubt. 

The violin was seized by the authorities, 
who have held it since and covered the old 
case in which it was carricd with seals, 
which still remained upon it yesterday. Be- 
fore the instrument was turned over the 
two Springers, mother and son, formally 
renounced all claims upon it, as did 
Fletcher, who was in court, 

Mrs. Bott, weeping bitterly, was then 
called to the bench. Her eyes streamed as 
she tottered forward. 

“Yes, that is the violin my husband 
owned,” she said between sobs. “It is all 
I have left now. My husband is dead and I 


am poor.” 

When Mrs. Bott had received the precious 
instrument the Recorder granted the mo- 
tion of Fletcher’s counsel that the indict- 
ment against his client be dismissed.

CURRENCY TRANSFERS BY WIRE 


Deposits in Chicago Made Payable in 
New Orleans on Notice Under 
a Treasury Order. 


WASHINGTON, July 7.—An order has 
been issued by the Treasury officials ex- 
tending to Chicago the privileges now en- 
joyed by New York commercial interests of 
permitting the deposit of funds in the Sub- 
Treasury there for payment in New Orleans 
on telegraphic notice of such deposits. The 
object of the order is to facilitate transac- 
tions in cotton operations, thus avoiding 
the delay incident to the ordinary methods 
of making these payments. 


At the Sub-Treasury here it was said that 
the order of the United States Treasurer 
allowing Chicago to make currency trans- 
fers by telegraph would have no effect on 
this centre and would not, so far as could 
be seen, divert any of the demand from 
this centre, The order, it was said, bene- 
fited the banks by giving them forty-eight 
hours’ additional time, and was probably 
a recognition of the growing importance 
of Chicago as a financial centre.

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THE PRESIDENT AND THE TRUSTS. 
Mr. RoosEVELT is too experienced a 
sportsman to believe that there ever 
really was a gun so ingeniously con- 
trived as to kill a deer and miss a calf. 
Yet, with all respect, that is apparent- 
ly the kind of weapon he thinks can be 
constructed for dealing with the trusts. 
The objectionable trusts in this country 
and the objectionable feature of trusts 
that are not in all respects to be con- 
demned rest chiefly on two dishonest 
advantages they have over their com- 
One is the secret favors shown 
the roads 


petitors. 
to them by the railroads, 
themselves being in some cases con- 
trolled by the trusts. The other is the 
heavy tariff duties imposed on their com- 
petitors abroad. 

Mr. RoosEvELT, so far as he has made 
any definite proposal, does not contem- 
plate touching the latter source of un- 
fair advantage. Yet it is really the worst 
thing existing in the situation. The fa- 
vors granted by the railroads are al- 
ready illegal. By proper vigilance and 
energy in the use of the #fowers resting 
in the Inter-State Commercé Commission 
and in the Department of Justice it 
would probably be quite practicable to do 
away with this particular wrong. But 
the unjust favors enjoyed by the trusts 
from the tariff are granted by law. They 
are the effect of the prostitution of the 
law-making power in the interest of in- 
dividuals and corporations mainly for 
party purposes. They spring originally 
from demoralization of the National Leg- 
islature, and they are retained by influ- 
ences which it is not extravagant to call 
corrupt. The power of these favored 
trusts is great and it is polluting. Let 
Mr. ROOSEVELT reflect for an instant on 
their work with reference to Cuba, the 
matter he had so much at heart. If it 
had not been for the Sugar Trust, the 
House bill granting a concession to Cuba 
with the repeal of the special protective 
tax for the benefit of the Sugar Trust 
would have been passed in the Senate. 
That body did not dare to deal fairly 
with the Cubans if it deprived the Sugar 
Trust of an unjust advantage. This is 
but one instance in many. The protected 
trusts are more powerful in Congress 
than any one interest besides. The Presi- 
dent himself is helpless in conflict with 
them. 

We do not impugn the sincerity of the 
President. But we are convinced that 
any fight he may undertake against the 
‘Objectionable trusts will be futile to the 
point of ludicrousness if it be not di- 
rected against the protective tariff du- 
ties enacted\ for the benefit of those 
trusts. 


THE OPERATORS. AND THE COAL 
STRIKE. 

It is much to be regretted that there is 
no summary and exemplary way of 
-bringing the anthracite operators to a 
, realizing sense of their obligations to the 
public. Those assuming to speak for 
them now intimate that the suspension 
may last until October. Probably it will 
if it suits the purposes of the operators 
to have it last another three months. It 
cgn no longer be charitably assumed 
that they are merely moral cowards, 
paralyzed by a broken and dissolving 
strike and afraid to give employment to 
men ready and anxious to return to 
work. The conclusion is inevitable that, 
for purposes of their own, the men who 
dérhinate the trade through the control 
of the railroads are deliberately trifling 
with the public interest by allowing the 
tie-up to continue for weeks, and per- 
haps months, after it could have been 
terminated by the announcement of an 
intention to resume mining. 

From the first the attitude of the op- 
erators has been such as to alienate the 
sympathies and arouse the suspicions of 
all who have the misfortune to be de- 
pendent upon them for fuel supplies. It 
has been arrogant and unsatisfactory. 
They could have averted the strike had 
.they chosen to do so. They did not want 
to avert it. Most of the demands of the 
union would never have been formulated 
if the operators had shown a right spirit, 
and that which furnished the basis for 
the existing dissatisfaction need not have 
stood for a week in the way of a*satis- 
factory adjustment of the relations of 
employers and workmen. The miners 
have learned from experience that the 
righting of wrongs from which they suf- 
fer cannot be effected by amicable ne- 


gotiation. The store-order system, the 
powder swindle, and a dozen other an- 
cient abuses lasted until overthrown by 
strikes sufficiently formidable to com- 
mand respect and by legislation ap- 
proved by right thinking men in the 
trade and out of it. The dishonest prac- 
tice of paying the miner by the ton and 
cheating him of 20 to 80 per cent. of his 
earnings by “ topping,” ‘‘ docking,” and 
other arbitrary expedients, was the only 
issue of the present strike which would 
have been insisted upon. The practices 
‘complained of should havé\been aban- 
doned without discussion. By a reorgan- 
ization of their business on lines which 
are the basis of ‘successful practice in 
every other industry, the operators could 
have Satisfied the miners, protected the 
helpers and laborers, and won the loyal 
co-operation of all classes of labor. The 
Philadelphia Press tells the whole story 
in few words as follows: ~~ 


As a matter of fact the anthracite mines 
are always idle four month of the year 
anyway. It makes very little difference 
to either the companies or the men whether 
this idleness takes place when it is called 
a “suspension” by the miners or a 
“strike ’’ by the public, or whether instead 
it comes at odd intervals during the year 
when the public hears nothing about it. 
Last year was a very active year in the 
coal trade, but the breaker~was only at 
work 197 days. On an ayerage, thére were 
116 working days, or nearly, four and a 
half months, in which nothing was turned 
out. Miners had some work as “ labor- 
ers”’ in addition to this) tasks which are 
not considered mining; but even jast year, a 
most prosperous year, When the output 
fell short of 60,000,000 tons, and was one- 
half larger than in 1891, passing all previ- 
ous records, men and capital were “idle” 
for nearly twice as long as since the sus- 
pension was declared. 


The operators wanted the present 
strike as a means of disrupting the 
union; they want it continued because 
they do not think that the men “ have 
as yet been sufficiently punished.” 

Meanwhile interests of great magni- 
tude and importance are suffering. Ev- 
ery incident of the strike, and conspic- 
uously its unwarranted prolongation by 
the refusal of the operators to employ 
the men who want to work, shows that 
the mine owners are abusing the inval- 
uable privileges to the far-reaching in- 
jury of the Commonwealth of Pennsylva- 
nia and of the Nation. It is difficult to 
discuss their passive indifference to their 
public obligations calmly or with pa- 
tience. They have not tried to do the best 
they could. They have permitted a blow 
to be stPuck at the Nationa] prosperity 
which Will be far-reaching and of last- 
ing injury. That their devices will re- 
turn to plague them is to be regretted 
only because the consumer of:anthracite 
must suffer with them. 





AGUINALDO. 

Nothing in the career of “‘ the Filipino 
George Washington” misbecomes him 
more than the ending of it. Nothing, 
either, is better calculated to promote 
the gayety of nations—we use the plu- 
ral advisedly—of the Filipino “ nation,” 
which still, according to Senator Hoar, 
exists, in spite of the thirty-odd irrecon- 
cilable tribes which it actuates toward 
eviscerating one another. Of “this our 
Nation,” all but the anti-imperialists, 
likewise a segregation of mutually repel- 
lent particles, scattered and scattering 
from Boston to Texarkana, With these 
trifling exceptions, the American people 
regard with hilarity the fall of the cur- 
tain on the fifth act of the opera bouffe, 
“The Liberator; or, The George Wash- 
ington of the Philippine Archipelago.” 

Suppose that things had gone the other 
way with the other G. W. Suppose that 
Great Britain had been able to announce 
that, the American insurrection having 
been suppressed, no American rebel would 
be called to further account for his share 
in it. Suppose WASHINGTON, who had been 
captured months before by some unscru- 
pulous but brave and ingenious British 
Funston, had thereupon been notified by 
Lord CORNWALLIs that he was free to go 
where he liked. Suppose G. W. had 
thereupon asked to be protected from 
being called upon to answer in civil suits 
such impertinent and annoying questions 
as where he had got it and what he had 
done with it. Suppose he had further 
applied for a guard to go about with him, 
and, this being refused, had explained 
that he would have to make his social 
visits at night, on account of the high 
probability that he would be murdered 
by some of his ex-fellow-insurgents, by 
reason of the little assassination he had 
felt himself compelled, in the line of 
business and liberation, to order of an- 
other American patriot of dangerous 
leading and popularity. Then, indeed, 
we should have had the memory of our 
American Aguinaldo to cherish. 

It is to laugh. It is to laugh consum- 
edly. Excepting, of course, for the anti- 
imperialists, who have a defective sense 
of humor. That defect is largely what 
makes them anti-imperialists. 

TORTURES AND TORTURES. 

Several correspondents have been 
writing to us lately about the “ water 
cure’”’ in the Philippines. The employ- 
ment of that torture, for any purpose 
whatever, even by native scouts in the 
employ of the United States, we need not 
say that THe Timps deprecates and con- 
demns. But it is not, like its correspond- 
ents, blinded by these few and lament- 
able incidents in the conduct of the war 
in the Philippines to the magnificent 
achievements of the army in conducting 
the campaigns, nor prevented from join- 
ing most heartily in the congratulations 
of the President and the Secretary of 
War upon these achievements. It would 
feel very meam if it were. It deprecates 
and condemns also the killing of negroes 
by roasting them to death unlawfully in 
the United States, upon suspicion of 
crimes upon proof of which the courts 
may be trusted to do full justice to the 
criminals. And it observes with regret 
that this latter mode of torture has ap- 
parently escaped the attention of the 
Senators and Representatives from those 
communities in which it is most rife, 
while these Senators and Representa- 
tives are among the most inconsolable 
over the administration in the Philip- 
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pines of the water cure, which has not 
been shown, nor, we believe, charged, to 
have brought about a fatal or a perma- 
nently injurious result in any single in- 
stance. 

One ineconsolable correspondent, who 
finds himself absolutely prevented, by 
the employment of the water cure, from 
sympathizing with his countrymen who 
are fighting the battles of his country 
in the Philippines, is that one whose 
letter we printed yesterday. In the 
course of it he observes that “ the tort- 
ure inflicted upon the Filipinos could not 
with’ impunity be employed (and over- 
looked) on the Continent of North Amer- 
ica.’ If it were parliamentary we should 
answer “ Bosh!” But we prefer to com- 
mend to our correspondent the stories of 
the roasting te death, in North America, 
of persons accused of crime, and to point 
out to him that these human holocausts 
are avowedly made for mere revenge, 
whereas the water cure, in every in- 
stance in which the employment of it 
has been charged, was employed as a 
practical measure of prevention and 
self-protection, and not vindictively, nor 
as a punishment, at all. We also partic- 
ularly commend to him an article in last 
Sunday’s Times, describing the methods 
habitually employed by the police of 
cities ‘on the Continent of North Amer- 
ica’’ to elicit from reluctant prisoners 
only accused of crime confessions the 
police think they “ought” to make. 
These methods include the dark cell, 
the “‘sweatbox,” starvation, the feeding 
of salted bread without water, the loos- 
ing of biting ants in the cell, and the 
throwing into it of red pepper. 

Let us point out to our correspondent 
another’ difference. The confessions 
which these methods are employed to 
elicit are intended to bring detective 
glory to those who employ them by in- 
ducing the accused to confirm, by testi- 
mony, the “theory” of the Sherlock 
Holmes who tortures them; and they are 
mostly unverifiable. The confessians the 
water cure is employed to elicit are in- 
tended to save the lives of those who 
elicit them, and are immediately verifia- 
ble. One set of tortures is used as an in- 
cident of the peaceable administration of 
justice; the other as an act of war. It is 
not a legitimate act of war, we entirely 
admit. But it is used in order to induce 
a captured to tell where 
the arms are concealed with which it is 
the purpose of the possessors to kill the 
inquisitors at the first opportunity. The 
confession can be verified at once by 
proceeding to the spot indicated, and 
searching for the firearms. We do not 
recall an instance in which they have not 
been found. On the other hand, an ac- 
cused person who makes the confession a 
detective employs torture to induce him 
to make will very likely be testifying to 
a pack of absurd lies. 

We repeat that, in spite of all the prov- 
ocations to, and of all the excuses for, 
the use of the water cure, or of any other 
form of torture applied even to savage 
prisoners of war, we do not defend but 
condemn it. But when,an American al- 
lows his emotions to be so wrought upon 
as to declare that nothing like it could 
with impunity be employed on the Conti- 
nent of North America, we commend to 
that American the counsel of JOHNSON to 
BoswELL: ‘‘My dear Sir, endeavor to 
clear your mind of cant.”

THE PROMISE OF THE SOUTH. 

“ Yours is an opportunity such as your 
fathers never knew.’”’ These were the 
words of Mr. RicHARD H. EpDMONDs to 
the boys of the Georgia School of Tech- 
nology at its recent commencement. The 
speaker is the editor of The Manufact- 
urers’ Record of Baltimore, one of the 
most intelligent and influential trade 
journals in the country. He has made a 
special and patient study of the South 
and its resources, and his address was 
an eloquent and careful statement of 
what the young men of the South may 
do if they are thoroughly trained. 

What they may do is plain enough 
from what their fathers have done un- 
der immense difficulty and with no such 
opportunities of training as are now be- 
ing opened to the young men of this gen- 
eration. Mr. EDMONDS gave some re- 
markable statistics in this direction. He 
pointed out that the valuation of the 
property of the Southern States is to- 
day equal to that of the whole country 
in 1860, about $16,000,000,000. The spe- 
cific figures of the elements of this prop- 
erty were, as he said, “amazing.” For

In order to understand what this im- 
mense progress means, we must remem- 
ber that the civil war followed imme- 
diately after the first year taken in the 
above table for comparison. It is hardly 
an exaggeration to say that the share of 
the South in the property of the country 
as estimated in 1860 was destroyed by 
the war. The actual destruction by 
military operations, the waste of mate- 
rial in the support and equipment of the 
armies of the South, added to the heavy 
debt wrongly accumulated during the 
period of reconstruction, practically left 
the South naked at the end of the first 
decade after 1860, It is within the last 
thirty years, that is in about the aver- 
age lifetimeof a generation, that $16,000,- 
000,000 of values have been created. It 
is true that the land was there for agri- 
culture, but it was almost in the condi- 
tion of unsettled country. This is a most 
striking record. It is made still more 
striking by comparison with what has 
been done in the last score of years. 

Since 1880 the total manufacturing 
capital of the South has increased from 


$250,000,000 ‘to $1,100,000,000, or more 
than fourfold. The cotton-mill capital 
has advanced from $21,000,000 to $150,- 
000,000. The entirely new industry 
created from the waste of cottonseed 
employs a capital of $50,000,000, and the 
almost new industry of fruit and truck 
farming for the Northern and Western 
markets turns out a product of nearly 
$100,000,000 a year. The manufacture of 
furniture is rapidly rivaling that of the 
great Michigan peninsula, and the pos- 
session of “‘ one-half the standing timber 
of the United States” promises that it 
will in time surpass it. 

This is the field which Mr. EpMoNDs 
appeals to the South to cultivate in the 
only way adequate to secure the great 
and brilliant promise it holds out, by 
thorough technical education. One con- 
crete example is worth much exhorta- 
tion. Here is one that Mr. EpMoNDSs 
cites: : 


In Charleston fifteen or more years ago 
a young boy of aristocratic birth saw the 
light that beckoned away from the pro- 
fessional thought of the South, and despite 
parental objections, and despite the most 
flattering offers of financial aid if he would 
only abandon his engineering proclivities, 
W. B. SmirH WHALEY saved money enough 
to pay his way North. In a big Providence 
cotton mill, working for wages, he started 
at the bottom, and, working his way 
through the rattle and roar of the whirring 
machinery, saved in order that he might 
enter a technical school. When he had 
graduated there he determined to go back 
to South Carolina and prove to the young 
men of that State, many of whom were 
claiming that the South afforded no busi- 
ness opportunities, what energy and trained 
skill combined could accomplish. That 
was only tén or twelve years ago, but to- 
day SMITH WHALEY operates, as President 
of three or four cotton mills, more spindles 
than any other man in the South. Only a 
few weeks ago he received a contract to de- 
sign and build a mill M New England to 
cost nearly a million dollars, and he is even 
now organizing a company to build in the 
West, at a cost of $10,000,000, the largest 
cotton mill in the world. 


QUALIFICATIONS FOR EMPLOYMENT, 

Not long since a young man made ap- 
plication for employment. This is so 
commonplace an incident in human ex- 
perience as not to call for special notice. 
But as this particular young man was in 
some sense a type of a large class, the 
nature of his application is of unusual 
interest. To the merchant whom he 
wished to serve the applicant wrote that 
while still young he had the advantage 
of a large and varied business expe- 
rience. He was a thorough bookkeeper, 
an expert stenographer and typewriter, 
a telegraph operator, an experienced 
snow shoveler, an expert corn husker 
and peanut roaster, understood the clip- 
ping of the ears of puppies, was a skill- 
ful chiropodist, a practical farmer and 
cook, could take care of horses, crease 
trousers, open oysters, and repair um- 
brellas, and had a medal as an elocution- 
ist won by a masterly recitation of 
“Curfew Shall Not Ring To-night.”” No 
doubt modesty, which is one of the ami- 
able characteristics of youth, caused him 
to refrain from mentioning a number of 
accomplishments which he valued, but 
which may not have seemed to him cal- 
culated to increase his eligibility for a 
mercantile connection. 

Employers entertain 
against two very large classes of young 
men, and as far as possible discriminate 
against them in filling vacancles—those 
who know nothing and those who know 
too much. It may detract from the 
value of the incident under considera- 
tion as a contribution to the gayety of 
nations to treat it didactically, but at 
the risk of being instructive we venture 
the suggestion to such young men as do 
us the honor to read what we have the 
distinguished pleasure of writing, that 
only a millionaire can afford a large and 
varied assortment of accomplishments, 
and that the man who wants a job and 
Knows how to do one thing well is much 
more likely to get it, and altogether more 
likely to retain it, than the one who can 
claim to share with Sir PuiLtiep SIDNEY 
the distinction of being a master of “ the 
whole circle of the arts and sciences.” 
Too much versatility suggests the suspi- 
cion that possibly to know less would 
mark the beginning of wisdom.

The energetic co-operation of the Mer- 
chants’ Association with Borough Presi- 
dent CANTOR in securing the practical 
test of the advantages of the pipe gallery 
in connection with the subway extension 
from Ann Strtet to Morris Street under 
Broadway should not fail of success for 
lack of public approbation and support. 
The subway plans are so drawn as to 
give room for a pipe tunnel, or gallery, 
five feet in the clear in vertical height 
and the width of the underground road. 
The cost of construction has been care- 
fully considered, and $250,000 is deemed 
a sufficient, and indeed ample, appropri- 
ation for the purpose. The beginning has 
to be made somewhere, and lower Broad- 
way, with its network of pipes, is as good 
a street as could be found for a practi- 
cal demonstration of the. advantages of 
grouping the pipes accessibly in a cham- 
ber designed for their accommodation.

—wWhat ‘is the color of an Englishman's 
nose? Mrs. JOHN LANE, once of Boston, in 
an article in The Fortnightly Review on 
domestic economy in London and New 
York, says that as the Briton sits by his 
open fire in Winter his nose turns red. As 
against_this, The Daily Chronicle, Lon- 
don, quotes another American writer, in 
The Atlantic Monthly, as saying that the 
Briton’s lips turn blue and his nose white. 
With forensic triumph The Chronicle points 
out that the nose cannot be both red and 
white. Avaunt with such logic chopping! 
To begin with, The Atlantic says: ‘‘ White 
at the roots of his nose.’’ White at the 
roots let us grant it, then; but it mayystill 
be, and in fact often is, rose red in the 
blossom. Ig a sharp frost the blossoming 
red deepens to purplish blue, adumbrating 
the blue rose lately grown in an English 
hothouse. Thus one and the same nose 
brazenly flourishes the colors of the Brit- 
ish union jack. Nor is this the limit of va- 
riety in one and the same nose. When, as 
so often happens, the place of steam heat 
is supplied by Scotch whisky, the patriotic 
nose is further embellished with bubukles 
and whelks and knobs and flames of fires 
If the London papers had Sunday editions 
with supplements in realistic colors, be- 
yond question the nose of John Bull would 
be thus represented. And all for the lack 


of American steam heat! Thus as ever the 
local color of England, the picturesque va- 
riety, the Old World charm, are purchased 
at the expense of plain but comfortable 
modernity. @ 


The exploits of the runagate Oregon con- 
vict remind one again how little human 
sympathy and admiration have to do with 
even the soberest question of morals. So 
far as mere conscience is concerned, the 
capture and execution of Tracy could only 
be the occasion of rejoicing. But the mo- 
tions of the human heart are so untamed 
that, as the record of each succeeding ex- 
ploit is flashed across the continent, the 
pulse thrills and the mind kindles. What 
in reality is doubt unutterably evil takes 
on something of the color of romance. A 
man is fast imprisoned behind the iron 
and rough masonry of just punishment, but 
with rare daring and unquestionable love 
for liberty he repeatedly risks his life in 
the effort to escape, and at last succeeds. 
A large reward is put upon his head; the 
whole neighborhood flocks to arms to hunt 
him to death. Again and again he outwits 
his pursuers, or, when his wits fail, faces 
them bravely, one man to a Sheriff's posse, 
and fights his way through. All alone he 
forces numbers of natives to feed him and 
to carry him when he chooses through the 
wilderness, marking his path with the 
bodies of those who dared to oppose him. 
Now he has his face toward the vast un- 
traveled wilderness of the Northwest, which 
to him is freedom. Such an exploit, con- 
ceived and carried through in the service 
of his country, would enroll his name high 
in the list of National heroes. “But there 
seems to be little or nothing of moral hero- 
ism in Tracy. In spite of his resources of 
natural ability he was living, when first 
captured, by robbery. In his flight, it would 
appear, he has killed men needlessly. To 
give the devil his due, he is reported to 
have expressed regret for an act of care- 
lessness that ‘‘made it necessary to kill 
two officers’’; and he also represented 
himself as sparing the lives of an entire 
family because he liked the face of their 
‘pretty little girl.’’ Out of such traits 
the heart would be glad to construct a fa- 
vorable conception of the brilliant despera- 
do; but the facts outweigh them a thou- 
sandfold. The case is a sad one, but it 
seems necessary to conclude that such 
prowess is quite as distinct from moral 
right as is our instinctive admiration for 
it. How many heroes of history have owed 
their fame to an accident that enlisted 
them in a reputable cause? 


—Once again the ery of Panama bids 
fair to become synonymous with fraud and 
theft, this time not in the French Parlia- 
ment, but in the streets of American cities. 
A Bostonian, as The Boston Journal» re- 
lates, was proceeding to the South Sta- 
tion on the Fourth beneath a new forty- 
dollar headdress, with a small American 
flag stuck patriotically into the band. A 
big bruiser came up, jostled and rough- 
housed him, and in the confusion snatched 
the precious Panama, patriotism and all, 
and made way with it throvgh the mazes 
of Park Square, carrying off both the en- 
counter and the hat in such a manner that 
the bystanders thought the two men jok- 
ing and stopped to join in the laugh. Bos- 
ton is a city that takes seriously to heart 
all questions of civic decoration. Surely it 
cannot afford to have its streets saddened 
by the absence of that which gives the 
manly eye such great pride and joy. The 
remedy is at hand. Those minions of the 
law who were formed to chase the obso- 
lescent scorcher are no longer absolutely 
necessary> Why not convert them into 
Panama Police?

The province of a progressive newspaper 
(like THE Times, for instance,) is to build 
up rather than impair whatsoever makes 
for the well-being of the body politic.

EDUCATORS IN SESSION 


Meetings of the National Council 
Held in Minneapolis. 


Sessions of the Department of Indian 
Education—Paper on Taxation and 
School Maintenance. 


MINNEAPOLIS, July 7.—While large 
numbers of the educators of the country 
fre already in Minneapolis the majority 
of the visitors are still to come. 

Three meetings of the National Council 
and two of the Department of Indian Edu- 
cation were held to-day. 

The meetings of the day were those of 
the National Council and of the Indian 
educational section. The Council session 
was held in the Unitarian Church, and 
after a few preliminaries Nathan C. Schaef- 
fer of Harrisburg, State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction in Pennsylvania, read a 
paper on “ Taxation as It Relates to School 
Maintenance.” He declared that as tax- 
ation for school purposes is now the ac- 
cepted policy of every civilized country, its 
nature and purpose should be taught in 
connection with history and civil govern- 
ment. He said in part: 

Mr. Schaefer held that the best method 
of State taxation for school purposes con- 
sists in setting apart a millage of a tax 
which cannot be diverted to other pur- 
poses. Taxation of railroads and other 
property to raise a fund for distribution 
among school districts serves to aid the 
schools of townships that have no rail- 
roads or other valuable corporate property. 

The second paper of the morning was 
by Albert G, Lane, District Superintendent 
of Schools, Chicago, on ‘“Taxation and 
Teachers’ Salaries.’’ 

‘The reports of County and State Super- 
intendents,’’ he said, ‘‘ show that if effect- 
ive instruction is to be imparted to all 
children more generous provision must be 
made for the ample compensation of teach- 
ers, for permanency in their work, and for 
centralized schools in the rural districts.” 

He commended the proposition that the 
fund for the payment of teachers’ salaries 
be increased by the distribution of a larger 
amount of money, to be raised by general 
State tax, and to be distributed in such a 
way as to insure the maintenance of rural 
schools for 160 to 180 days each year. 

Superintendent C. B, Gilbert of Rochester, 
N. Y., read a paper at the afternoon ses- 
sion of the National council on ‘“ The 
Function of Knowledge in Education.”’ 

Knowledge, he said, had four principal 
functions: First, as intelligence it is the 
working basis of all education; second, 
knowledge serves as a gymnastic; third, it 
acquaints the child with his environments; 
fourth, it furnishes nutriment to the grow- 
ing mind. Emphasis upon the first pro- 
duces the narrow school of the three 
‘R's’; upon the second, the school of dull 
grind; upon .we third, the school of merely 


valuable culture; upon the fourth, the true 
school of joyous and spontaneous activity, 
on which the needs of the child determine 
largely the content and method of his 
study. It includes all the other functions. 
Thus and only thus is the child fitted for 
social efficiency which is the end of edu- 
cation. Rin | 

The other afternoon paper was by William 
T. Harris, United States Commissioner of 
Education, on ‘The Difference Between 
Efficient Causes and Final Causes in Con- 
trolling Human Freedom.” 

The morning session of the Indian edu- 
cational section at Plymouth Church was 
given up to greetings from Governor Van 
Sant, State Superintendent J. W. Olsen, 
and others,. Responses were made by In- 
dian Commissioner W. A. Jones of Wash- 
ington, D. C.; S. M. McCowan, Oklahoma, 
President of the section; Lieut.-Col. R. P. 
Pratt, Superintendent Carlisle School, Penn- 
sylvania; H. B. Pears, Superintendent Has- 
kell Institute, Kansas; Miss Estelle Reel, 
Superintendent Indian Schools, Washing- 
ton, D. C. “ 

In the afternoon President McCowan read 
his annual address and a large number of 
papers were read by Indian educators. 


MINORITY’S VICTORY IN 
. BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


Appointment of a Non-Resident as Su- 
perintendent Defeated. 


Tammany members of the Board of Edu- 
cation, representing the minority, were 
victorious yesterday in their fight against 
the appointment of Darwin L. Bardwell 
of Binghamton as District Superintendent 
of Schools in Richmond Borough to succeed 
Anna M. Gordon, deceased. The meeting of 
the board was marked by many tilts be- 
tween the supporters of Superintendent 
appointment 
of Mr. Bardwell, and the opposition. The 
minority contended that it was unfair and 
unwise for the board to go outside the city 
to make selections for official positions. 

Another matter which the minority fought 
vigorously, but without success, was the 
changing of the by-law by which a new 
position is created in the department. This 
was done to provide for the appointment of 
a Supervisor of Libraries at a salary of 
$2,500 a year. 

Heretofore Henry M. Leipziger, the Super- 
visor of Libraries and Lectures, whose 
salary was recently raised from $5,000 to 
$6,000 per year, has had absolute control of 
all the libraries connected with the Board 
of Education. By the changing of the by- 
laws yesterday he is relieved of the charge 
of the library system and his title will be 
Supervisor of Lectures. He will also be 
relieved of one-half the work which he has 
been performing. 

Several of the Tammany members said 
that this action of the board was taken 
merely to make room for a friend of Gen. 
George Wingate, Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Libraries and Lectures, whom he 
wants appointed Supervisor of Libraries. 
The opposition to the creation of the new 
position was mainly prompted by the fear 
that a person not a resident of the city 
will occupy it, they having been given to 
understand that the General’s friend is a 
Buffalo man. 

In the new position there will be a great 
deal of patronage, as the Supervisor of 
Libraries will have full control of the li- 
brary system in Greater New York and 
can make numerous appointments.

Receivers Appointed on Complaint of 


Frank Tilford of This City.

TRENTON, N. J., July 7.—Henry S. 
Holmes of Camden and E. J. Patterson of 
Plainfield were to-day appointed receivers 
of the Atlantic Match Company of Camden 
upon the complaint of Frank Tilford of 
New York. 

The bill of complaint, as filed by Mr. 
Tilford, after citing the fact that the At- 
lantic Match Company was authorized to 
issue $2,000,000 of capital stock, asserts 
that on and after Aug. 15, 1900, the At- 
lantic Match Company executed a mortgage 
in favor of the Real Estate Loan and 
Trust Company of Camden for $1,000,000 
to secure payment of principal and interest 
on $1,000,000 par value of the corporate 
bonds of the concern. 

The bill avers that the Atlantic Match 
Company during the entire period of its 
corporate existence has been unable to 
acquire a satisfactory or successful busi- 
ness, and that said business from the out- 
set has been conducted at a very great !oss, 
and that the corporation has beéh and is 
losing money at a rate equivalent at pres- 
ent to not less than $7,000 per month. 

The bill further recites that the result of 


such conduct of the business has been the 
creation of a debt of at least $180,000. 


STEAMSHIPS IN COLLISION. 


Eastern Steamboat Company’s Cumber 
land and United Fruit Company’s 
Admiral Farragut Come To- 
gether in Fog. 


BOSTON, July 7.—In a thick fog the 
Eastern Steamboat Company’s steamer 
Cumberland and the United Fruit Com- 
pany’s steamer, Admiral Farragut were in 
collision off Boston Light in the harbor 
to-day, and the Cumberland, in a sinking 
condition, put back to her dock and landed 
safely the passengers with whom she had 
started for Maine ports and St. John, N. 
B., only half an hour before. The Ad- 
miral Farragut with bent stem and dam- 
aged forward works steamed slowly up to 
her berth. 

After her passengers had been landed the 
Cumberland staggered across the channel 
to the Atlantic Works, where she will be 
repaired. 

The Admiral Farragut left Port Morant, 
Jamaica, last Wednesday morning with a 
cargo of 32,899 bunches of bananas and 
166 crates of pineapples. 

Efforts wert made to stop the hole in 
the Cumberland’s side so that she could 
go on the ways at high tide. The plans 


adopted, however, did not work successful- 
ly, and when the tide came in the steamer 
filled rapidly and tugs could not float her. 
The damage to the cargo will be heavy. 

The St. Croix will make the Cumber- 
land’s return trip from St. John on 
Wednesday, stopping only at Eastport. 
Surveys will be made on both steamers, 
and a board of inquiry“will determine the 
responsibility for the accident. 

The loss to the Eastern Steamship Com- 
pany, including repairs, loss of revenue, 
and other expenses will approach $100,000. 
The Farragut will require a few thousand 
dollars for repairs.

It Is Said that It Will Take Place 
Between Aug. 11 and 15. 


THE KING STILL PROGRESSING 


Prince of Wales Uses the Word “ Re- 
covery” in Speaking in Public of 
His Father’s Condition, 


LONDON, July 8.—King Edward will be 
crowned between Aug. 11 and Aug. 15. His 
recovery has been so rapid and satisfactory 
that this decision was arrived at yesterday, 
but no official announcement to that effect 
has yet been made. 

The pageant in the streets and the cere- 
mony at Westminster Abbey will be much 
curtailed from the original plan. Their 
Majesties will drive from Buckingham Pal- 
ace, through the Mall to Whitechapel, and 
thence to the Abbey, the same route as is 
followed at the opening of Parliament. 

Replying to a question on the subject of 
the coronation stands in the House of 
Commons yesterday, the First Commis- 
sioner of Works, the Right Hon. A. Akers- 
Douglas, said it was not proposed to re- 
move them, as it was hoped that the stands 
would still be required for the purpose for 
which they were constructed. 

At 10 o’@lock yesterday morning the fol- 
lowing bulletin regarding King Edward's 
condition was posted at Buckingham Pal- 
ace: 

“The King had nine hours’ natural sleep, 
and his progress continues to be uninter- 
rupted. The wound is discharging freely 
and is less painful to dress.

King Edward passed a favorable day 
and the verbal report given out last night 
Was that his Majesty was still doing well. 

In inaugurating “the Raphael Nurses’

bounded thankfulness to God for the mer- 
ciful recovery of his dear father. They

GERMAN ENTERPRISE IN 
ASIA MINOR AND PERSIA, 


The Novoe Vremya Says British Trade 
Will Be Driven Out—It Formerly 
Feared a German-British 
Understanding. 


Lonpon Times-New YorK Times 
Special Cablegram. 

LONDON, July 8.—An article in the 
Novoe Vremya discussing the recent de- 
bate in the House of Commons on the 
Foreign Office estimates is quoted by the 
St. Petersburg correspondent of The 
Times. 

The Novoe Vremya says that no doubt 
the South African war was the reason 
why Great Britain made such great con- 
cessions to the Germans in regard to Sa- 
moa, China, and the Bagdad Railway. 
The British-German agreement in regard 
to China is an extraordinary example of 
a treaty in which all the advantages are 
on the side of one of the contracting par- 
ties—namely, Germany. 

By constructing the Anatolian Rail- 
Way, the paper goes on to say, Germany 
settles herself in Asia Minor and obtains 
control-of all the markets there. By con- 
structing the Bagdad Railway Germany 
becomes the mistress of Asiatic Turkey 
from the Bosphorus to the Persian Gulf. 
British trade will be completely driven 
out of the South Persian markets by 
German goods. 

The views of the Novoe Vremya in re- 
gard to British and German activity in 
Asia Minor and Persia appear to have un- 
dgergone a change in the course of the last 
nine months. Last October, in commenting 
on the news that Lord Curzon, the Viceroy 
of India, had at length succeeded in soly- 
ing in a satisfactory manner the problem 
of constructing a railway between Quetta 
and Nushki, Baluchistan, to be subsequent- 
ly extended as far as the Seistan, Persia, 
the Novoe Vremya said: 

“ Although Russia has fully appreciated 
the importance of Seistan, she has made 
no vigorous efforts to strengthen her in- 
fluence there, and Great Britain has prof- 
ited by her inaction to push ahead in that 
quarter. * * * If we do not undertake 
anything serious as a counter move to this 


action Great Britain will soon become de 
facto mistress of Seistan, thus taking in 
rear our movements toward the south. The 
Quetta Railway will not, stop even at 
Seistan, and it will be connected by way 
of Kirman with the Bagdad Railway. 
* * * Our progress towa the Bosporus 
and into the depths of Central Asia, the 
strenuous work of a whole series of gen- 
erations, will thus have become a useless 
waste of energy, the fruits of which will 
-be torn from us by others. 

“In their race for new markets the west- 
ern powers have begun more and more to 
penetrate into the East, to subject it 
gradually to their influence, and we have 
now ched a time when Germany com- 
ing from Asia Minor and Great Britain 
from 4ndia are prepared to join hands. We 
must endeavor to thwart their plans—that 
is to fey: we os pepeees mere the 
soul means of a railway in the direc- 
tion of the Indian Ocean.” uf 


DENIAL BY BULGARIAN PREMIER, 


Question of the Principality’s Indepen- 
dence Not Being Considered.

LONDON, July 8—A statement made 
at Sofia by the Bulgarian Premier, Dr. 
Daneff, to a representative of the Poli- 
tische. Correspondenz, says the Vienna 
correspondent of The Times, finally dis- 
poses of the rumors of an impending 
declaration of Buigarian independence, 

Dr. Daneff denied that any mention of 
the royal dignity or the independence of 
the principality was made in the course 
of Prince Ferdinand's visit to St. Peters- 
burg. An official proposal of that kind, 
said the Premier, could only emanate 
from Bulgaria, and he, (Dr. Daneff,) as 
‘the responsible head of the Government, 
would have opposed it at the present 
juncture. His attitude was decided not 
only by the financial requirements of 


the country when negotiating a’ new 
loan, but also by political reasons, which 
rendered the maintenance of good rela- 
tidns with the Porte of special impor- 
tance to Bulgarian interests. 


REJECTED ANARCHISTS’ ADVICE.

EARTHQUAKES IN TURKEY. 


Thirty Shocks, Eight of Them Violent, 
at Salonika—Three Persons Killed 
—Populace Camping in Tents. 


VIENNA, July 7.—The Neue Freie Presse 
publishes a dispatch from Salonika, Euro- 
pean Turkey, saying that since last Satur- 
day thirty shocks of earthquake, eight of 
which were violent, have been experienced 
there. The populace of Salonika is now 
camping in military tents. 

A very violent shock, which occurred 
early this morning, caused damage to the 


villages of vesne and Zelisova, in the 
vicinity of Salonika. 

Other dispatches received here from Sa- 
lonika say that the shock of this morning 
destroyed 150 houses and killed one chil 
at Guvesne, and that two people were 
killed at Salonika. 


BRITISH OIL MARKET DIVIDED.

BERLIN, July 7.—The Boersenhalle of 
Hamburg prints a dispatch from St.

The Duke of Devonshire Says the Ques- 
tion Is of Paramount and !mme- 
diate Importance.

MR. CHAMBERLAIN INJURED 


Badly Cut on the Head in a Cab 
; Accident in London. 


HE IS NOW IN A HOSPITAL 


Will Probably Have to Stay Indoors for 
Some Days, but His Injuries Are 
Not Dangerous. 


LONDON, July 8.—The Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, the Right Hon. 
Joseph Chamberlain, M. P., was somewhat 
severely cut on the head yesterday after- 
noon as the result of a cab accident in 
Whitehall. He is now in Charing Cross 
‘Hospital, and may have to remain there a 
day or two. Afterward his injuries, though 
not dangerous, will probably keep him at 
-his home for the remainder of the week. '' 

Mr. Chamberlain's hansom was passing 
beneath the Canadian Arch when the horse 
slipped and Mr, Chamberlain was precipi- 
tated forward with great viglence. His 
head struck and shattered the glass front 
of the cab. When aid arrived it was seen 
that Mr. Chamberlain's head was badly 
lacerated and bleeding profusely. A police- 
man helped the Secretary into a cab and 
accompanied him to Charing Cross Hos- 
pital. When he was picked up the Secre- 
-tary, in reply to a question, said he did not 
feel faint, but could not afford to lose such 
a lot of blood. ' 

Mr. Chamberlain was found to be suf- 
ficiently injured to necessitate his remain- 
ing at the hospital all night, and he was 
carried on a stretcher from the room where 
his wounds were dressed to a bedroom, 
The gash on his forehead required a num- 
ber of stitches. His wounds bled profusely. 

It was officially announced that Mr. 
Chamberlain was suffering from a scalp 
wound, which was of a severe but not dan- 
gerous character, rendering advisable his 
detention for the night. A 

In the evening the following bulletin was 
issued at the hospital: 

‘“‘Mr. Chamberlain is suffering from a 
scalp wound on the forehead. He is now 
free from pain and feeling comfortable. 
There is no concussion.” 

The Secretaryf has a nasty, crescent- 
shaped cut across the forehead, three 
inches long and penetrating to the bone, 
which is bruised. Pieces of broken glass 
were found imbedded in the wound. Mr. 
Chamberlain also sustained ea slighter cut 
under the right eye. 

Upon finding that he must remain in the 
hospital, the patient asked if he might be 
placed somewhere where he could smoke. 
He was thereupon carried to a room on the 
next floor. 

Mr. Chamberlain treats the matter of his 
accident lightly. He has informed a po- 
litical friend that he hopes to resume his 
official duties on Priday. However, he has 
already canceled his engagements until 
Thursday, and it is extremely doubtful if he 
will be permitted to attend the coronation 
banquet to be held in the Guildhall on Fri- 
day or the reception to Lord Kitchener on 
Saturday. 

Mr. Chamberlain's eldest son, J., Austen 
Chamberlain, M. P., and Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s two private secretaries reached the 
hospital soon after the accident occurred. 
Mrs. Chamberlain also hurried there and 
remained until a lat, hour. 

The session of the Colonial Premiers’ 
Conference,.which was to be held today to 
discuss the question of Imperial defense, 


has been postponed in consequence of the 
accident to the Colonial Secretary.

WILLIAM CLARK DEAD. 


Thread Manufacturer of Newark, N. J., 
and Scotland, Passes Away on His 
Yacht at Portland, England.

PORTLAND, England, July 7.—William 
Clark, the prominent thread manufacturer 
of Newark, N. J., and Largs, Scotland, 
died here to-Lay on board his yacht Cher- 
okee at the age of sixty-two years. 


NEWARK, N. J., July 7.—William Clark, 
whose death is reported from England /to- 
night, was one of the largest manufactur- 
ers of cotton thread in the world. He was 
born at Paisley, Scotland, in 1841. He came 
to this country in 1864 with his brother 
George, and in a Small way began the man- 
ufacture of cotton thread in a little build- 
ing on the banks of the Passaic River, in 
the upper part of this city. From that be- 
ginning there grew the great works, hav- 
ing a branch in Paisley, Scotland, and cov- 
ering in this city with immense buildings 
many acres on both sides of the Pagsaic. 
Several thousand hands are employed in 
the mills here, which are one of the chief 
industries of this city. " 

Mr. Clark retired from active work some 
years ago, and had lived in Scotland for 
the last five years, but came here every 
Fall. He was twice married. His second 
wife and four children survive him. They 
were all with him in England, his son 
William A. Clark, who managed the busi- 
ness here, having sailed a few weeks ago, 
when he heard his father was fatally ill 
in England.

$500,000 GIFT TO YALE. 


Frederick W. Vanderbilt Presents Land 
and a Dormitory to the Sheffield 
Scientific School.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., July 17.—Prof. 
Russell H. Chittenden, Director of the 
Sheffield Scientific School of Yale Uni- 
versity, to-day announced the gift of a 
plot of land and money for the building of 
a dormitory for that school. The donor is 
Frederick W. Vanderbilt of New York. 
The exact. value of the gift is not stated, 
but real estate men place it at about $500,- 
000. .The ground is a large, valuable 
square bounded by Wall, Temple, College, 
and Grove Streets. The terms of the gift 
provide for the erection of q4 dormitory, of 
which’ there are none attached to the 
schooi at present. 

This is the largest bequest Mr. Vander- 
bilt has made to any college. His gifts 
have usually been made under some other 
person’s name. &é 

Frederick W. Vanderbilt was graduated 
from Yale in the class of 1876. He is a 
son of William H. and a brother of Cor- 


nelius Vanderbilt. He has large railroad 
holdings, and is Director of forty-three 
railro: companies. He was formerly 
Treasurer of the. New York Central Rail- 
road. 

Mr. Vanderbilt has a home at Hyde 
Park, N. Y., which is one of the finest of 
the multi-millionaire residences. Unlike 
the rest of the family, Frederick Vander- 
bilt's name seldom comes before the pub- 
lic. He is a man of retiring disposition, 
devoting much ti to his family. He 
married Mrs. Alfred Torrence, formerly 
the wife of his cousin, who is widely 
known as a charity worker.

DEATH OF EDWARD BELL. 


The ex-Commissioner of Parks and 
Stock Broker Had Been Ill with 
Typhoid Fever. 


Edward Bell, ex-Park Commissioner and 
retired broker, died early yesterday in the 
Hotel Netherland, at Fifty-ninth Street 
and Fifth Avenue. He had been ill with 
typhoid fever for three weeks. In a pri- 
vate car provided by William C. Whitney 
he was brought here from Saratoga last 
week. His wife and his two sons, Edward 
and Harold W. Bell, were in attendance 
when he died. 

Until November of last year Mr. Bell 
was the senior member of the firm of Bell 
& @o., brokers. He sold his seat on the 
Stock Exchange, and but for his illness he 
would have sailed in his new yacht for Eu- 
rope several days ago. He was born in 
this city on Feb. 28, 1860. His father was 
Isaac Bell, Commissioner of Charities and 
Corrections at one time. Isaac Rell, Jr., 
late Minister to 'The Hague, was his broth- 


er, as was Louis V. Bell, formerly head of 

the firm of Bell & Ce His wife is a 

daughter of Henry A. Wilmerding. 
Before entering the brokerage business 


\Mr. Bell was in a firm which dealt in rail- 


road insurance. Then he became a broker 
and began to collect an ample fortune. 
Later he became interested in Tammany 
Hall. In 1893 he was a School Commis- 
sioner, and he had the distinction of being 
the youngest man who ever held that of- 
fice. Mayor Gilroy appointed him Park 
Commissioner in the following year. When 
John C. Sheehan resigned the leadership 
of Tammany Mr. Bell resigned also from 
the organization. 

The riot relief fund, established by Isaac 
Bell during the draft riots, in which many 
policemen were killed, absorbed considera- 
ble of the interest and time of Edward 
Bell. For many years he was one of those 
who managed the fund, which grew to be 
very large and useful in helping the widows 
of the policemen who had been killed. 
_The city home of the Bell family is at

“JAPAN BY NIGHT.” 
Features of Novelty in the New Show 
at the Madison Square Roof Garden. 


There are features of “ Japan by Night,” 
the new roof show on top of the Madison 
Square Garden, that are decidedly novel, 
not to mention the moon and the stars, 
which the showman said were identical 
wigh those of Dai Nippon, and imported 
fresh every evening. The exterior of the 
stage is a copy, said to be exact, of the 
Temple of Nikko at Tokio, and is flanked 
by scenic partitions representing on one 
side a flight of storks, and on the other 
a@ grove of Japanese firs. The scenic effect, 
though simple, is tasteful and pleasing be- 
yond what one usually finds in roof gar- 
dens. 

In different parts of the roof are five 
booths—a tea house with geisha girls, a 
rice cake shop, a souvenir shop, a place 
where you may have your fortune told “ by 
very wise Japanese automatons,” and a 
place where you may play the Japanese 
game of ball, tama korogoshi, a sort of 
bagatelle. ‘‘I hope you will set the ball 
a-rolling for us,’’ said the kimonoed show- 
man. It cannot be said that any of these 
features are absorbingly amusing or even 
educationally important; but they are suffi- 
ciently out of the cojimon to amuse those 
who are willing to be amused. 

In the vaudeville programme the perform- 
ers are entirely Oriental. The Japanese 
wire-walker and barrel kicker are of the 
familiar type. Kudara’s trained dogs, “ the 
only dogs of their kind in America,” do the 
familiar dog tricks and do them well. A 
Filipino magician does familiar sleight of 
hand tricks with an accompaniment of un- 
intelligible Filipino English, which brought 
home the fact that the evils of peace may 
be as great as those of war. 

The most original and interesting feat- 
ure of the programme was a. bout 
with the Shinai, or Japanese  fenc- 
ing swords, between two graduates 
of the Fencing School at Tokio. The 
‘sword ”’ appeared to be a bamboo rod, and 
was wielded somewhat after the manner 
of a singlestick. The mighty opposites 
grunted and hacked at each other in an 
uncouth and rather terrible-terrible man- 
ner, and went at each other’s padded and 
protected heads with a will, rousing the 
audience to a real burst of laughter and 
enthusiasm, 

The weather was the same as at all 
similar entertainments this season, and as 
usual the performers, instead of bracing 
up against it, seemed chilled. The turns 
followed one another at tedious intervals. 


Signor Governale’s Ladies’ Orchestra 
seemed to be the Venetian Ladies’ Or- 
chestra, which shivered during the luck- 
less weeks of Ted Marks’s American Roof 
Garden. Its rendering of musical selec- 
tions was respectable, but it should have 
been used only to accompany the vaudeville 
part of the entertainment and to fill in 
the intermission. 

A sharp condensation of the evening's 
programme will make “Japan by Night ’”’ 
an interesting show. If Messrs. Kushibiki 
and Arai can manage to bottle up some of 
the cool air that abounded last night their 
show will become a midsummer night’s 
dream of bliss.

GOLD EXPORTS IN SIGHT. 


Unless the unexpected happens gold ex- 
ports to' Europe will’be made this week— 
probably by the French steamers sailing on 
Thursday. The gold shipping point was 
passed yesterday as the result of a further 
advance in sterling here and a decline in 
Paris exchange on London. This, it was 
said, would permit a profit of 1-32 of 1 per 
cent. by what is known as a triangular 
operation, bankers being able to cover at 
a profit shipments from this country with 
drafts on London purchased in the French 
capital. 

One of the reasons that seem. to make 
exports certain this week is the selling of 
stocks in this manket by London, causing 
a demand for bills on a limited market 
and ‘thereby forcing rates up here. Yes- 
terday London sold some 25,000 shares in 
this market, and arbitrage houses declared 
that there seemed to be a disposition to 
keep on selling. 

What concerns the Street most is, not 
the exports;-but the probable total of them, 
because in the present state of the money 
market—with exceptional demands at this 
time of year upon New York from interior 
points—it is contended in some quarters 
that the market is in no condition to stand 
a persistent drain. In banking circles, how- 
ever, it is not believed that the export 
movement will assume large proportions, 
and it is pointed out that receipts of Klon- 


dike gold from this time on ought more 
than to offset any exports. 

As for the demands upon New York from 
the interior, they are unquestionably much 
heavier at the present time nm in the 
corresponding period dn previous years.

THE CITY’S EXPENSE ACCOUNT. 


Controlier’s Report Shows Expenditures 
for Six Months of $44,704,407. 


A report issued by Controller Grout yes- 
terday shows that for the first six months 
the aggregate expenditures of all the de- 
partments were $44,704,407, leaving a bal- 
ance of $50,228,468 for use during the rest 
of the year. The only department using 
more than 50 per cent. of the appropriation 
was that of Street Cleaning, and that was 
due to the fact that Commissioner Wood- 
bury had found it necessary to purchase 
horses and other equipments. 

Speaking of his plan to equalize the sys- 
tem of real estate taxation to permit the 
city to undertake important improvements, 


Mr. Grout said: ‘‘ While we are supposed 
to be able to use 10 per cent. of the as- 
Sessed valuation on real estate for these 


improvements, we really get not more than 
seven per cent., because real estate is not 
assessed as it should be.” 


NEW “CAR AHEAD” ORDINANCE. 


Provides that All Cars Shall Be Unal- 
terably Marked with Destination. 


Amendments to the “car ahead"’ ordi- 
nance were offered yesterday by Messrs. 
Sullivan, Mathews, and Meyers at the meet- 
ing of the Board of Aldermen. 

The Meyers measure, which is said 
have the approval of the Committee 
Laws and Legislation, provides that every 
car, before leaving any point of departure, 
shall signboard or placard an- 
nouncing the place of destination, which 
shall not be substituted or removed be- 
fore reaching the destination designated. 
For every violation there shall be recov- 
erable against the corporation responsible 
therefor a penalty of $100. The ordinance 
does not affect transfers, and the term 
point of departure, is restricted to the com- 
pany’s depot or car barn, and the point 
of designation by the placard displayed 
upon a car during its last previous run. 

Mr. Sullivan said that his measure had 
the approval of the Corporation Counsel. 
It provides that every car shall carry on 
the outside, in front and on top, a placard 
or signboard conspicuously announcing the 
point of destination. Otherwise it is prac- 
ically the same as the Meyers ordinance. 

After some debate the Mathews substitute 
was withdrawn and the Sullivan ordinance 
was adoptea, 47 to 0. 
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MADISON AVENUE TRANSFERS. 


Attorney General Will Take No Action 
to Compel the Metropolitan to 
Issue Them at 116th Street. 


Attorney General Davies has refused to 
take action to compel the Metropolitan 
Street Railway to give transfers at Madi- 
son Avenue and One Hundred and Sixteenth 
Street. 

In a recent communication to the Attor- 
ney General, Mark H. Ellison, a lawyer, of 
320 Broadway, took the side of the people 
against the company. The Attorney Gen- 
eral in reply stated that the company was 
doing its best to keep the traffic equally 
divided its lines, and in- view of that 
fact he could take no action. Since Mr. 
Ellison took up the case the company has 
granted free transfers to passengers riding 
north on the Madison Avenue line, but has 
refused to them for cars running 
south. 

Attorney General Davies takes the stand 
that passengers are entitled to a through 
ride on the lines of the company for one 
fare, but that the company is not compelled 
to give transfers to any line which is al- 
ready overcrowded. He says: 

If it is a physical impossibility, or practically 
so, for the company to carry over its Madison 
Avenue line the increased traffic from the is- 
suing of transfers at Madison Avenue, or if the 
issuing of such transfers would result in a con- 
gestion of traffic dangerous to the traveling pub- 
lic, while the issuing of transfers at Lexington 
Avenue can be accomplished without such dan- 
ger and results in carrying the passenger to his 
destination, I think there can be little doubt that 


the courts would hold the latter arrangement to 
be a substantial compliance with the law.

Andrew Ehring, a prisoner who took 
French leave of Raymond Street Jail, 
Brooklyn, about five’ weeks ago, is back 
behind the bars there, having been recap- 
tured through a cross-eyed girl. Ehring 
was caught by Warden Roach and several 
deputies from the jail in a dance hall at 
North Beach. 

As a result of the prisoner’s escape Sher- 
iff Dike removed two keepers and fined 
another one half a month's pay. So an- 
xious was the Sheriff to recapture Ehring 
that he engaged in the hunt for the man 
himself. He was informed that while Ehr- 
ing was in jail a cross-eyed girl visited him 
there regularly. Col. Dike then gave in- 


structions that this girl be hunted up and 
her movements watched. On Saturday 
Warden Roach learned that she was going 
to a dance hall at North Beach that night.

PROTECTION AGAINST FIRE. 


Commissioner Sturgis Urged to Action 
in Long Island City. 


Mayor Low received yesterday a present- 
ment of the Grand Jury of Queens County, 
criticising the protection against fire in 
Long Island City. He sent to Fire Commis- 
sioner Sturgis a copy of the presentment 
and said that it impressed him as a sober 
statement of actual conditions. 

Mr. Sturgis has been requested to report 
to the Mayor at an early day what action 
is necessary on the part of the city to 
comply with the recommendations of the 
presentment, and to place the fire alarm 
system in effective operation. 

The Mayor said that he concurred in the 
opinion of the Grand Jury that it ought 


not to take the department ten weéks be- 
fore work can be begun on the alarm sys- 
tem. The Commissioner has been advised 
by the Mayor to make some judicious ar- 
rangement. with private water companies 
relative to the use of flre hydrants.

SENDS BIG FORGED 
NOTES FOR COLLECTION 


Mania of a Mysterious Person Sup- 
posed to be a Crank. 


Many Lawyers Put to Much Trouble and 
Expense—Signatures Cleverly Imi- 
tated—W. M. Rice’s the Latest. 


George Robinson, a lawyer, of 99 Nassau 
Street, yesterday received the following 
letter, dated from Wilkesbarre, Penn., and 
signed E. L. Whitney: 

Inclosed find judgment bond or note of the 
late W. M. Rice of No, 500 Madison Avenue, 
New York City, for the sum of $300,000. Please 
collect and hold funds till you hear from me, 

The note was made payable to 8, J. Til- 
den, dated July 21, 1881, and would, if 
genuine, fall due on that date of this 
month. To all appearances it was signed 
by W.. M. Rice, the millionaire whom 
Lawyer Albert T. Patrick, now under death 
sentence in Sing Sing, is accused of mur- 
dering. It also bore the signature of 
George I. Seney as witness, and was n- 
dorsed ‘‘ 8, J. Tilden.”’ 

Mr. Robinson took the letter seriously at 
first, and not until David N. Carvalho, the 
handwriting expert, wao testified in the 
Patrick trial, and who has many speci- 
mens of Rice’s handwriting, was called, 
was. Mr. Robinson convinced that it was 
only one of many notes that haye been 
received by lawyers during the past seven 
years, and which have caused considerable 
trouble and expense in trying to locate the 
writer and forger. The name of George I. 
Seney of Brooklyn was forged on several 
of the notes, 

When Mr. Carvalho saw the forged sig- 
natures of Rice and George I. Seney, he 
produced nearly a dozen notes, most of 
them bearing the same false signatures, 
and for the first time made public the mys- 
terious work of a person who is supposed 
to be a lunatic. 

On Oct. 10, 1896, Ambassador Joseph H. 
Choate, then practicing law in this city, 
received a letter worded as follows: 

Inclosed find note for $290,000, found the 
other day in an old vault. You collect if any 
good, for you know more about same than any 
other man. You shall have half of what you get 
from collection, 

The missive was dated from Orange, N. 
J., and was a judgment note made paya- 
ble to George I. Seney, bearing the date 
Blairstown, N. J., and the signature of 
John I. Blair, the late millionaire railroad 
man of Blairstown, N. J. It was indorsed 
by ‘George I. Seney” without witness 
signature. Mr. Choate sent a communica- 
tion to the writer, and upon receiving 10 
response notified the members of the 
Blair family, and private detectives were 
set on the case, but they were unable to 
trace the writer. The notes were then 
turned over to Mr. Carvalho. 

Judge Marow of Belvidere, N. J., the seat 
of the county where Biairstown is located, 
received on March 20, 1899, this letter from 
Scranton, Penn., written on the letterhead 
of the Bancroft House, New York City, 
then located at 922 Broadway: 

Inclosed find note of John I, Blair for $130,- 
000, due in a day or two, so please collect. If 
payment is refused, bring sult at once. We 
will bring evidence to show he must pay this 
note. If you cannot collect and handle the 
ease, hand it to the ablest attorney in your 
town, and he will be well paid. Respectfully, 

JOHN 8. STUTES. 

In this case, also, every effort was made 
by the Blair family to learn who was 
forging the notes. In all cases the notes 
were dated from ten to twenty years back. 
Mr. Carvalho was sent with the detectives 
to Scranton, and while there conferred with 
District Attorney Fox of that county. By 
a coincidence it Was learned that Mr. Fox 
had in his possession two notes, both made 
out in favor of George I. Seney, and held 


against the same John I. Blair. Mr. Blair 
was a nonagenarian when he died, and it 
was feared that in his declining years he 
had been induced to sign a blank note, and 
his grandson, Ledyard Blair, took the case 
in hand, and detectives visited every town 
in Pennsylvania and New Jersey whence 
the letters had been sent, but without even 
obtaining a clue. 

Franklin B. Lord of the law firm of Lord, 
Day & Lord, of this city, received two let- 
ters from Scranton requesting the cullec- 
tion from John I. Blair of two accompany- 
ing notes for $250,000. Both were made 
payable to George I. Seney, and indorsed 
with his signature. They were dated ten 
years back. An attempt was also made 
by the law firm to communicate with the 
writer, without success. 

It is likely that many other law firms 
all over the country have received similar 
letters. That the writer of them is clever 
can be judged from the fact that his 
forgery of the signature of Rice at first 
puzzled Mr. Carvalho, so closely did it re- 
semble the writing of the late millionaire. 
The ink used has been put through a chem- 
ical process, and to the casual observer the 
notes would appear to have been written 
many years ago. Through magnifying 
glasses Mr. Carvalho easily discerned that 
the signature of 8. J. Tilden on the back 
of the note was a tracing, but it was an 
almost fac simile of the late Governor's 
signature. 

“TT regard this as the most peculiar case 
that has ever come under my observa- 
tion,”” said Mr. Carvalho. ‘‘ By a coitcl- 
dence many of the letters and the notes 
have all fallen into my hands, and I have 
been obliged in the interests of my cliciits 
not to make them public. I am glad that 
the matter has now come to light.” 

When Mr. Carvalho was called yesterduy 
to Mr. Robinson's office he was merely told 
by telephone that a large note had been 
sent for collection, and bore the signature 
of W. M. Rice. e visited Mr. Robinson 
promptly, taking with him several signa- 
tures of George I. Seney on the notes al- 
ready in his possession. He looked at the 
Rice note and laughed, as he fitted the 
Seney signature perfectly over one on an- 
other note, 

“It's the same man,” he said, “but I 
have not heard from him now in a ftew 
years.. He may have some scheme by 
which he hopes to obtain money, but as yet 
no one has been able to explain it. My idea 
is that he is a crank, but a very clever one. 
He has made much trouble for many per- 
sons.”’ 

A copy of the pice note was, turned over 
to the agent of the Rice estate.

CITY STOCK ISSUE ‘CHECKED. 


Explanation About $200,000 Wanted by 
Alderman Doull from the Museum 
of Natural History. 





A resolution authorizing an issue of 
$200,000 of corporate stock for the heating 
and lighting plant of the American Mu- 
seum of Natural History, which had been 
approved by the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment, received a setback in the 
Board of Aldermen yesterday. It is to be 
considered again at the next meeting. 

Alderman Doull opposed the authoriza- 
tion of the proposed issue. 

“There should be an investigation before 
any additional money is voted,” he said. 
“The buildings cost the city $3,500,000, and 
since 1874 the municipality has appropri- 
ated $972,000 toward the cost of care and 
maintenance. Now the managers want 
$200,000 for a heating plant, although, un- 
der a law passed March 22, 1900, they 
secured $350,000 for a new wing, boiler 
room, and heating plant. I think the 
200,000 asked for should have been taken 
from the $350,000, 

“The city has voted to the museum $160,- 
000 this year in addition to $12,000 from the 
State Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
and I understand that the revenues from 


endowments, &c., amount to $100,000 more. 
Let the museum authorities come before 
us and explain what they have done with 
the money heretofore intrusted to them 
before we vote them any more.” 

Aldermen Dowling and McCall supported 
Alderman Doull, President Fornes and 
Aldermen Goodman and James favored the 
appropriation.

J. Overton Paine Gets Damages. 

J. Overton Paine of the firm of J. Over- 
ton Paine & Co., stock brokers at 55 Broad 
Street, obtained a verdict from a Sheriff's 
jury yesterday after a trial before Under- 
sheriff Moen, for $10,000 damages against 
Martin D. Jewell and Alexander N. Gross- 
man, for false arrest and imprisonment. 
Grossman was a bookkeeper in the employ 
of the Paine firm, and after Jewell had 
had Paine arrested on a charge of grand 
larceny, claiming that he had failed to ac- 


count for $1,400 placed with him to invest, 
the bookkeeper, who had had a dispute 
with his former employer, testified against 
him in the proceetlings before Magistrate 
Olmsted, which ended in the prisoner's 
discharge.

WIFE KILLED BY HUSBAND 
AND PROTECTOR SHOT 


Afterward the Man Tried to Kill 
Himself by Shooting. 


The Reckless Career of a Man on Whom 
Sympathy Was Wasted — Released 
from Blackwell’s Island Under 
Promise to Keep the Peace. 


Karl Boeckman, convicted criminal and 
vagabond, threatened to kill his wife early 
last Winter. After she had evaded him for 
six months, the fear of him wrecking her 
health, she was murdered by him yesterday 
afternoon in a squalid apartment at 597 
Robbins Avenue, Borough of the Bronx. 
Her sister’s father-in-law, O. F. Farewell, 
an old man, was shot down beside her, and 
he lies at the point of death in the Lebanon 
Hospital. Boeckman then turned his pistol 
on himself, and he is in the hospital, too. 

Soon after Boeckman came to this coun- 
try, fifteen years ago, he was arrested 
several times for minor offenses. Three 
years ago he was sentenced to prison for 
six months for robbery. Later he returned 
to jail for another half year. Then he served 
@ year and a half in a Massachusetts pen- 
etentiary. He was released eighteen 
months ago. 

His four children are in charitable insti- 
tutions. His wife Emma came to New 
York to be cared for by the family of O. F. 
Farewell, whose son her sister had mar- 
ried. She did not tell her relatives where 
her husband was, saying that he had de- 
serted her. 

When Boeckman was released he came 
here to see his wife. Last Winter he lived 
for a while with her in the Robbins Avenue 
apartment, but she was forced to have him 
arrested on the charge of assault. He had 
threatened to kill her. Once he threw a 
lighted lamp on the stove, saying he would 
blow up the house, and another time he 
had tried to stab her with a carving knife. 
Magistrate Mott sent him to the Island for 
six months in default of bail to keep the 
peace. 

Somehow he obtained a bondsman three 
weeks ago. The Farewells say that he 
was released through the efforts of the 
Rev. Mr. Young, who is a prison mission- 
ary. The wife was induced to consent toa 
reduction of bail. 

“The preacher,” Mr. Farewell said, 
‘came to Mrs. Boeckman and said her hus- 
band was going to be good. She said she 
knew the man better than anybody; that 
she didn’t want him released, for fear of 
her life, and that he was utterly worthless. 
However, she was persuaded, the sole cause 
of her yielding being her children, for 
whom, according to the preacher, Boeck- 
man was going to work hard all through 
the rest of his life.”’ 

When Boeckman came to the city his 
wife refused to let him in, but he shouted 
threats through the windows, and she fled 
to the home of the Farewells at 729 Trinity 
Avenue, where she remained. 

In a note sent yesterday morning, Boeck- 
man asked his wife to meet him in the 
evening, but she went of her own accord 
to the room in the Robbins Avenue house 
at 3 o'clock in the afternoon. Mr. Fare- 
well went with Mrs. Boeckman, having the 
idea that his presence would prevent any 
attack by the husband. 

They had been in the place only a few 
minutes when Boeckman entered. Without 
a word he drew a revolver and pointed it at 
his wife’s head. Farewell grasped Boeck- 
man and struggled with him to get posses- 
sion of the weapon, but Boeckman got his 
arm free, and shot Farewell twice, once 
in the right shoulder and once in the 
breast. When the wounded man fell, the 
husband rushed at his wife. She tried to 
protect herself from the bullets by wrap- 
ping herself in old clothing. Advancing 
very close to her he fired, deliberately, 
twice. One of the shots pierced her heart, 
and she fell dead. 

af the revolver beside his own head 
he shot himself. The ball went through his 
left temple and imbedded itself in the walls 
of the room. Policeman Tierney, who 
heard the reports of the shots, found the 
bodies of the three on the floor. The hurry 
call and the Coroner’s visit followed, The 
body of the woman was sent to an under- 
taking establishment in Willis Avenue. 
Boeckman and Farewell were taken to the 
Lebanon Hospital, where it was said that 
there was little hope for the recovery of 
either. The particulars of the tragedy 
were related in a statement to Coronor 
O’Gorman, who happened to be in the hos- 
pital when Farewell was taken there. 

According to the police, Boeckman stole 
clothing valued at $350 from his wife’s 
apartment during the few days preceding 
the murder. He broke into her room early 
yesterday morning, having used as an en- 
trance a rear window, through which he 
had crept ten nights in finding a place 
to sleep in. When he tried to induce his 
wife to meet him he sent a note by the 
landlady, Mrs. Doerr. While the messen- 
ger was on the way to deliver it Mrs. 
Boeckman was on the way to the house. 

The murdered woman was thirty years 
of age. Her husband, who is three years 
her senior, is slight and dark. 


MOTT HAVEN CANAL BRIDGE. 


Destruction to Follow the Celebration of 
the Closing of the Canal. 


The old Mott Haven Canal, from One 
Hundred and Thirty-eighth to One Hun- 
dred and Forty-fourth Street having been 
filled in, the residents of,the Bronx who 
have been instrumental in having it abol- 
ished will meet on the bridge at East One 


Hundred and Thirty-eighth Street and be 
photographed at 10 o’clock this morning. 
Afterward the bridge is to be destroyed. 

For years efforts were made to abolish 
the canal. Since the filling in many op- 
erators in real estate and builders have 
sought plots in the new street constructed 
there, which is called Canal Place. 


Victory for Sunday Baseball. 
Another decision in favor of Sunday base 
ball in Harlem was given yesterday, when 
Magistrate Zeller, in the Harlem Court, -or- 
dered the discharge of John Manion, twen- 
ty-seven years old, 19 West Forty-fourth 
Street, and William Leith, twenty years 


old, 158 West Forty-first Street, who were 
arrested Sunday afternoon as the man- 
agers of two teams who were playing on 
Jasper Oval. The Magistrate decided that 
no law had been violated fer the reason 
that no admission had been charged. 


Twelve “ Raid” Prisoners Released.

making the 120-foot jump, Clark told Am- 
bulance Surgeon Clark who he was and 
the reason for his act. ‘‘ Yes, I mean to 
kill miyself,’’ he said, ‘‘ and if I recover I'll 
do it again. I’m no good.”

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CLERK WROTE ON WHILE 
FLAMES RAGED BELOW. 


Thought Crackle Was from Elevator— 
Rescued from Window Ledge in 
$30,000 Prince Street Fire. 


Unconscious of a fire that was raging 
flercely on the floors below him, Joseph 
Spetzel, an entry clerk employed by Dear- 
berg Brothers, manufacturers of straw 
braids, in the building extending from 96 to 
102 Prince Street, sat in the office for half 
an hour working on the books of the con- 
cern. He heard the crackling sound as 
the flames swept through the building. but 
thought it the noise of the elevator ma- 
chinery. It was not until he had left the 
office and walked toward the elevator shaft 
that he discovered the fire, which, before 
it was extinguished, did more than $30,000 
damage. 

Spetzel, who was about to go home, 
opened the door of the elevator shaft, when 
a sheet of flame enveloped him. Rushing 
to the front of the building, he climbed 
out on the window ledge and shouted to 
some men who were passing. They rushed 
to the quarters of Truck Company No. 20, 
on Mercer Street, and alarmed the firemen. 

When the firemen got to the scéne of the 
blaze the flames had made such headway 
that three alarms were turned in. The 
four upper floors were all ablaze and the 
flames were gaining rapidly, but thirty- 
five-foot ladders were mounted against the 
front of the building and in this manner 
the firemen were afforded a good position 
in which to fight the blaze. 

Spetzel, with flames all around him, held 
his position on the window ledge until he 
was rescued by a fireman, William Sythes, 
of Truck No. 20. His clothes were scorched 
but he escaped being burned. 

After an hour of hard fighting the fire- 
men got the blaze under control, confining 
it to the upper floors. The ground floor, 


which is occupied by Strange & Brother, 
dealers in ribbons and millinery, escaped 
damage by fire, but their valuable stock 
was destroyed by water. 

Chief Croker said the fire probably start- 
ed at the bottom of the stairway on the 
first floor, and that when it ate through to 
the second floor shot up through the ele- 
vator shaft. 


PAINTERS IN A RIOT. 


Reserves Quelied Disorder After Fight 
in Which Two Men Were Hurt— 
Detective Roughly Handled. 


At a meeting in Brevoort Hall, 154 East 
Fifty-fourth Street, yesterday for the pur- 
pose of electing officers for the Amalga- 
mated Painters and Decorators’ Associa- 
tion, rivalry became so high as to degen- 
erate into a riot carried on in front of the 
hall. Several were more or less injured, 
thirty or more men fought fiercely all over 
the sidewalk, and it became necessary to 
call out the reserves from the East Fifty- 
first Street Station to quell the disturbance. 

William Burns, a painter of East One 
Hundred and Sixteenth Street, was arrested 
as the ringleader after an exciting chase 
down Third Avenue, into a saloon, where 
the pursuit continued over chairs and ta- 
bles, and finally for quite a distance In the 
street again, Charges of assault were made 
against him by Adolph Offenlander, 239 
East Fifty-fifth Street, and Bernard 


Dramant, 208 East Fifty-ninth Street, who 
were so badly hurt that they were taken to 
Flower Hospital in an ambulance. 
Detective McLaughlin, who first took a 
hand in quelling the disturbance, was 
struck twice in the face, beaten and 
choked. Capt. Lantry arrived at the head 
of his reserves and quickly cleared the 


crowd. 
LEGAL NOTES. 


PAYMENTS TO FOREIGN ADMINISTRATORS.— 
A decision, involving the liability of a sav- 
ings bank of this State which makes pay- 
ment to the foreign administrator of a de- 
positor, although an administrator had 
been appointed here, was decided lately by 
the Appellate Division. The court holds 
the payment to have been valid and de- 
cides that it constituted a defense to a 
suit brought by the local administrator. 
The case before the court was an appeal on 
a judgment in favor of the local admin- 
istrator. It appeared that after the death 
of Frieda Maas on Nov. 10, 1898, in Hud- 
son County, N. J., Frederick Maas, a 
brother of Mrs. Maas’s deceased husband, 
had himself appointed her administrator 
by the Surrogate of Hudson County. Mrs. 
Maas had on deposit in the German Sav- 
ings Bank in this city $80, and on Aug. 23, 
1899, on presentation of his letters of ad- 
ministration and the surrendering of the 
pass book, Frederick Maas got the amount 
of the deposit from the bank officials. Prior 
to the appointment of Frederick Maas as 
administrator in New Jersey Charles Maas, 
a brother of Frederick, had had himself ap- 
pointed administrator of his deceased sis- 
ter-in-law’s estate by the Surrogate of this 
city, but he made no demand on the Ger- 
man Savings Bank for the deposit of $80 
until Aug. 26, 1899, three days after the 


deposit had been paid to his brother. The 
opinion of the Appellate Term was given 
by the Jate Justice McAdam and concurred 
in by Justices Freedman and Gildersleeve. 
Justice McAdam held that the fact that 
the savings bank knew that the deceased 
had property in this State, and that admin- 
istration might in consequence be had here 
as well as at the intestate’s place of domi- 
cile, was sufficient to put the defendant 
upon inquiry. Justice Laughlin, for the 
Appellate Division, after referring to the 
fact that there was nothing to indicate 
that Mrs. Maas had local creditors, says: 
“We deem it quite probable that in the 
great majority of instanees where non- 
residents are depositors in the savings 
banks of this State in small amounts they 
have no local creditors. Instead of enforc- 
ing any public policy of the State we think 
it would be rather against public policy to 
hold that no local debtor may pay a foreign 
domiciliary administrator except at his 
peril. If that rule should be announced, 
then in every instance it would be neces- 
sary to take out letters of administration 
here involving considerable expense in the 
service of citations and the publication of 
notices to creditors. A small fund like this 
would be absorbed in such legal proceed- 
ings.”” Justices Patterson and O’Brien dis- 
sented from the view of the majority of the 
Appellate Division.

PrRoor oF USABLE VALUE.—Oscar S. Ran- 


dall, the owner of a building used as a 
store, dwelling, and Post Office in Newark 
Valley, N. Y., sued the United States Leath- 
er Company, which maintained a tannery 
adjacent to his premises, to recover dam- 
ages for its negligence in allowing liquors 
and waters used in cleansing and prepar- 
ing hides to flow upon his property and 
thereby create a nuisance. The complaint 
alleged that the rental value of Randall's 
place had been decreased and destroyed, 
and the goods in his store rendered unfit 
for sale; that members of his family be- 
came sick, and that he was compelled to 
pay large sums of money for medical at- 
tendance, and finally had to move away, 
The Third Appellate Division, on an ap- 
peal from a judgment in Randall’s favor, 
decides that the evidenee justified the sub- 
mission of the case to the jury, but that 
a new trial must be had for errors com- 
mitted in regard to determining the amount 
of the plaintiff's damage. While in ac- 
tions to recover damages for a nuisance 
not willfully maintained, says Justice 
Chase, for the court, loss or diminution of 
rental value is a proper element of con- 


sideration, and special damages may be 
proved and shown to include loss of profits 
not contingent or remote, yet it was error 
to allow the usable value of the property 
to be shown by the conclusion of the occu- 
pant. ‘Assuming,’ continues Justice Chase, 
** that this is a case where the plaintiff isen- 
titled to show the usable value of that part 
of the buildings occupied by him, he should 
have been required by the trial court to 
have shown such usable value by giving 
the facts from which such value could have 
been left for the determination by the 
jury. The usable value of real property is 
not an a fact like the rental 
value thereof. Such usable value should be 
shown by evidence similar to that required 
in proof of special damages, ”
